Shultz reassures Israel on ‘strong bond’ 


Reagan: PLO words must 
be matched by performance

WASHINGTON - President Rea- 
gan and Secretary of State George 
Shultz said yesterday that the U.S. 
wonle be watching carefully over 

the coming weeks and months to see 
whether the PLO lives up to its 
pledge not to engage in terrorism 
any lon longer. 

“The words must be matched by 
performance.” Reagan told report- 
ers at the White House. “And if 
they're not, why, we're back [to] 
where we started.” 

Later, he repeated that the U.S. 
would “certainly break off commu- 
aications™ if the PLO did not live up 
to its word. 

Reagan said he decided to permit 
talks between U.S. officials and the 
PLO because “words have been 
spoken” that declare its acceptance 
of U.S. conditions. Reagan also said 
that he did not believe that Israel 
had any reason to be upset by the 
U.S. decision because “‘we have 
made it very plain that we have not 
retreated one inch from our position 
of guaranteeing the safety” of the 
Jewish state.

All dried figs imported from Tur- 
key that have reached the stores 
‘have been found by the Health Min- 
istry to be “fit for consumption and 
free of aflatoxin,” a natural poison 
that can cause liver cancer if ingest- 

ed over an extended period. 


-., Butthe ministry still suspects the 

. Presence-of the toxin in two ship- 
ments from Turkey that are still be- 
ing eld in Haifa port and a.bonded 
warehouse in that city. 


The potentially contaminated 
figs, on which tests bave not yet 
been completed, comprise three 
tons imported by Tnuva, and 23 tons 
imported by the Rameh company in 
Haifa. They were all of the Protet- 
nad variety and originated in a re- 
gion that has had abundant rainfall 
in recent months. 


Ministry Director-General 
Yoram Lass yesterday finally dis- 
closed the results of tests on 200 tons 

. of imported figs that began three 
weeks ago, after it was reported in 
Scandinavia that aflatoxin had been 

- found in dried fruit that had been 
shipped there. : 


The Health Ministry originally 
advised Israelis not to eat imported 
_ dried figs until further notice, and 
said that it would take “three or four 
days” until the results were avail- 
able from a number of laboratories, 
including those at the Volcani Insti- 
tute for Agricultural Research. 


But the tests dragged on. and im- 
porters and the Turkish government 
complained about the delay as sales 
of dried figs plummeted and fig lov- 
ers worried about their health. 


The ministry was “infuriated” 
yesterday by Tnuva’s advertise- 
ments in the afternoon Hebrew 
newspapers claiming that “all” its 
figs were fit for consumption. The 
company quoted a letter it received 
Wednesday from the ministry's 


Food Service, stating that “figs im-, 


ported by Tnuva from Turkey may 
be marketed ... [as] no aflatoxin was 
found in them.” The’ ministry main- 
tains that Thuva had quoted selec- 
tively from the letter, ignoring the

Protester mars civil rights 
award ceremony for reporters

A burly, bearded man sporting a 
black scullcap last night momentari- 
ly disrupted the Association for Civ- 
il Rights’ (Acri) annual award cere- 
mony, this year honouring 
journalists covering the occupied 
territories. 

The man, reporte:tly seen at Kach 
demonstrations, had been standing 
quietly in the Van Leer auditorium 
as a succession of speakers lauded 
the prize winners. 

The reporters were praised for 
alerting the public through a contin- 
uous flow of information on how 
Arab residents of the occupied terri- 
tories have been deprived of basic 
civil rights. Acri noted that the re- 
porters often faced great risks and 
hostility. 

As Acri’s honorary president, law 
professor Hans Klinghoffer, called 
on Arye Gus, the chairman of the 
group of reporters covering the ter- 
Nitories, to come forward, the beard- 
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ed man approached the stage and 
politely asked for permission to 
speak. “Excuse me, sir," he said, 
“may I ask a question?” 

At least two people rose to escort 
the man outside but he shook them 
off and tried to have his say. The 
crowd began clapping loudly and 
catcalling to drown out his voice. 
Someone shouted: “Fascist, get 
out!” : 

Responding on behalf of his col- 
leagues, Davar joumalist Danny 
Rubinstein spoke with sadness of 
Arab journalists in East Jerusalem 
with whom he is in daily contact but 
whom he cannot help when they are 
arrested or expelled. The authori- 
ties argue that they are being penal- 
ized for something other than jour- 
oalism, he said, but Israeli 
journalists have no way of finding 
out what their Arab colleagues are 
suspected of as such information is 
inaccessible. 

Rubinstein attributed public hos- 
tility to the media to the “kill-the- 
messenger syndrome.” Most recent- 
ly, he said, some segments of the 
public, angered over the U.S. deci- 
sion to open talks with the PLO, 
were directing their ire at the media 
for reporting the development.

Reagan urged - 
to help Soviet 
Jews enter U.S. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - Eight 
U.S. Jewish organizations have 
urged the Reagan administration to 
speed the entry of Soviet Jews into 
the country and return to the prac- 
tice of classifying them as refugees. 


The Jewish groups, together with 
Congressman Charles Schumer, a 
New York Democrat. said they 
were concemed that the immigra- 
tion and naturalization service had 
denied refugee status to at least 177 
Jews in Rome. 


The U.S. last summer stopped 
granting automatic political refugee 
status to Soviet Jews and other Sovi- 
et citizens who could not prove “a 
well-founded fear of persecution.” 
Administration officials said the 
change in policy stemmed from bud- 
getary and legal reasons. 


However Attomey-General Rich- 
ard Thornburgh said last Thursday 
that, as a temporary measure, he 
would admit up to 2,000 Soviet 
emigres a month from Moscow, plus 
all Soviet emigres in Rome who are 
at present unable to enter'the U.S. 


The emigres would be admitted 
under the attorney-general’s “pa- 
rele” power, rather than as refu- 
gees. 


In their statement on Wednesday, 
Schumer and the Jewish groups said 
the long-standing policy of consider- 
ing all Soviet Jews as refugees “‘is 
founded on a long history of dis- 
crimination, anti-Semitism and lim- 
ited opportunities for Jews in the 
Soviet Union.” They added that. 
despite reforms initiated by Mikhail 
Gorbachev, Soviet Jews still faced 
widespread persecution in the prac- 
tice of their religion.

Shemtov: Can we match Arafat’s ideas? ᾿

“Tt bas taken close on 15 years for the PLO to accept 
the terms of the Yariv-Shemtov formula. Now, finally, 
they are done with playing into the hands of those 
Israelis who were not interested in the emergence of a 
moderate PLO. They have realized, as we must, too, 
that we have no choice but to live side by side. I knew 
the day would come,” a triumphant and optimistic 
Victor Shemtov said yesterday. 

Bot, cautioned the Mapam veteran, if Israel cannot 
adjust willingly to the new situation, if it cannot accept 
Arafat as Menachem Begin accepted Anwar Sadat, if it 
cannot match Arafat's ideas, then it will isolate itself 
internationally as never before.

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Ethnic unrest adds to Armenia’s troubles | Palme 


MOSCOW (Reuter) -- Soviet auttiorities have arrested more 
than 100 people for looting buildings devastated by last 
week's earthquake in Armenia, and have again accused 
Armenians and their Azerbaijani neighbours of exploiting 
the disaster. . 

The Communist Party newspaper Pravda said yesterday” 
that authorities had arrested 150 people for stealing valuables 
worth hundreds of thousands of dollars from homes wrecked 
by the quake. 

Tt also said Armenian nationalists were spreading rumours 
that thousands of Sovict troops sent to the republic to help 
with rescue work were using the situation to “enslave 
Armenia.” : 

The official news agency Tass said another 20 Armenian 
villages had been found to have been damaged by the quake, 
and aid was being rushed there. It said the Politburo commis- 
sion supervising relief in the disaster areas had “established 
that 48 and not 28 villages had been greatly damaged by the 
quake,” Tass added. “The relief to rural areas should be 
considerably increased,” it said. The report did not give the’ 
population of the villages or a casualty toll for them. 

‘Tass did not explain why the 20 additional villages had only 
now been discovered. But it said communications had not yet 
been restored to rural areas and there was a shortage of food 
products and necessities there. “As many as 256 truckloads of 
medicines, warm clothes, blankets and food were urgently 
sent into these areas on the commission's order,” it said. 


In the Armenian capital, Yerevan, some foreign rescue ᾿ 


workers said they had been told to leave quake-stricken areas 
because damaged buildings were to be pulled down soon. 
Soviet officials estimate the December 7 tremor killed 55,000 


people. 

Pravda said goods worth more than 250,000 roubles 
($424,000) bad been confiscated from 150 people arrested for 
looting damaged homes and shops. 

Tt quoted Lieutenant-General Viadimir Dubinyak, chief of 
staff of the Interior Ministry troops, as saying: “We shouldn't 
conceal the fact that all kinds of scum are coming to the 
places of tragedy in search of easy profit.” 

In the heavily damaged city of Kirovakan, one man was 
detained for stripping watches and earrings from dead bod- 
ies, Tass said. A flat in the city was robbed of gold and 
electronic equipment worth 40,000 roubles ($67,000). In 
Leninakan, some people who had worked in a gift shop stole 
jewelry worth more than 50,000 roubles ($85,000). 

Tass said goods sent to Yerevan from all over the world 


were under guard and a system of passes had been introduced _ 


at the airport following several thefts. 
The commission supervising operations in the disaster 
areas condemmed the handling of relief work by Armenians 
as too lax, Tass said. 
Dubinyak told Pravda that some Armenians resented the 
20,000 Soviet troops sent to the republic, adding that the 
quake had not reduced tensions between Azerbaijanis and 


Armenians. He complained that the Armenian Karabakh 
committee, campaigning for the incorporation of the pre- 
dominantly Armenian enclave of Nagorno-Karabakh in 
Azerbaijan, was “‘speculating” on the tragedy. 

. “The people of the Karabakh committee are spreading 
Yumours that the army and interior troops are using the 
situation in order to enslave Armenia, that the soldiers are 
working not with shovels but with rifle butts,” Dubinyak 


Some Armenians have stopped Azerbaijani relief aid at 
the border, he told Pravda, while some Azerbaijanis “poured 
oil on the fire” by celebrating the quake and sending the 
Armenians congratulatory telegrams. 

Dubinyak said his men had confiscated thousands of weap- 
ons in Armenia and Azerbaijan. Large areas of both repub- 
lics are under states of emergency and patrolled by troops 
because of inter-ethnic tensions. He said that in one quake- 
Stricken area, troops had found weapons, including 16 sub- 
machine guns. 

Dubinyak said Nagorno-Karabakh, where tliree- quarters 
of the population is Armenian and the rest Azerbaijani, was 
still tense, with beatings, threats and cattle thefts reported. 

Sanitation teams have already been sent into the devastat- 
ed areas to prevent the spread of disease. Health Minister 
‘Yevgeny Chazov said on Wednesday that no epidemics had 
been reported.

STOCKHOLM - A Swede with a 
long record of violent crime was re- 
manded in custody Thursday on sus- 
picion of killing Prime Minister Olof 
Palme, raising hopes for a solution 
to the mystery which has trauma- 
tized Sweden for nearly three years. 

Chief Prosecutor Anders Helin 
filed the remand order in Stockholm 
District Court a day after the arrest 
of the, 41-year-old suspect, whose 
name was withheld by authorities. 
Prosecutors said he denied killing 
Paime. 

The move means that authorities 
feel they have enough evidence to 
make a case against the suspect and 
may hold him indefinitely for fur- 
ther interrogation. 

Earlier, the convicted killer, who 


once served a five- sentence for 
manslaughter for killing ἃ man with a 
bayonet, faced a second day of inter- 


rogation yesterday and the chief 
prosecutor was quoted as saying he 
was sure the man was the assassin. 

“I think we have the murderer,” 
Axel Morath, the deputy chief state 
prosecutor, told the newspaper Af- 
tonbladet as he emerged from the 
first 12 hours of the interrogation. 

There was little official comment 
from Stockholm city police head- 
quarters where he was taken early 
on Wednesday after a swoop on his 
flat in the capital's northern sub- 
urbs. Morath refused all further 
comment yesterday. 

The suspect's lawyer. Arne Lil- 
jeros, said that his client had denied 
the charges and that he asked for his 
immediate release at the remand 
hearing. ‘“You have taken the wrong 
man,” Liljeros quoted his client as 
saying after the arrest. 

Legal experts had said the sus- 
pect's arrest documents, which cite 
“probable cause" for his detention, 
indicated that the prosecution had 
strong grounds for the arrest. 
“Probable cause is the strongest 
term a prosecutor can give for ar- 
rene someone,” a Swedish lawyer 
said. 

Police sources said the man, who 
has featured in investigations since 
the early, days of the Paime inquiry. 
no longer had a valid alibi for the 
night of February 28, 1986, when 
Palme was murdered. The arrested 
man has told police that, although 
he was in the area on the evening the 
murder took place, he was travelling 
pone when it was actually commit- 
ted. 

The suspect's flatmate at the time 
of the murder put the alibi in doubt, 
telling reporters that the man re- 
turned home a crucial 30 minutes

ISRAEL AND ITS American sup- 
porters should not be surprised by 
the dramatic U.S. decision Wednes- 
day evening to establish a “‘substan- 
tive dialogue” with the PLO. For 
years, President Reagan, President- 
elect Bush, and Secretary of State 
Shultz have made clear their readi- 
ness— even eagerness — to talk to the 
PLO once America’s long-standing 
conditions were met. 

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat, un- 
der strong pressure from Washing- 
ton to utter the magic words, finally 
did so at a news conference in Gene- 
va earlier in the day — at least to the 
satisfaction of the outgoing 
Administration. 

His Comments were by no means 
perfect. In fact, some U.S. officials, 
after reading the original wire ser- 
vice accounts of his remarks, contin- 
ued to maintain that the PLO leader 
was still being ambiguous. 

But Shultz and other top officials, 
after careful consideration at.a hasti- 
ly-called meeting, thought that Ara- 
fat had gone about as far as Wash- 
ington had asked, and a formal 
White House statement announcing 
the breakthrough was released in 
President "Ss name. 

Shultz, at the same time, assem- 
bled the press at the State Depart- 
ment to explain the decision. 

U.S. officials later privately con- 
ceded that the Arafat statements at 
the news conference were still some- 
what ambiguous, not nearly as clear- 
cut as Washington would have liked. 
After all, he had linked the accep- 
tance of Israel's “right to exist” to 
the creation of the new state of 
Patestine. ¥ 

The Americans easily could have 
continued to insist that the condi- 


tions had not been met “clearly and 
unambiguously,” in plain ish. 
- But Reagan, and Shultz, always 


bothered by their inability to talk to 
the PLO because of prior U.S. un- 
dertakings to Israel, concluded that 
they should give Bush a farewell 
gift. They will take the heat for the 
announcement; Bush and his Secre- 
tary of State, James Baker, will not 
have their hands tied on this matter. 

There is no doubt that Bush and 
his aides were quietly relieved. They 
welcomed the decision. It will make 
their life easier next year. 

If the outgoing Administration 
had stood firm in its refusal to talk to 
the PLO, it would have been much 
more difficult for the incoming team 
to break with the past. Such contro- 
versial and sensitive decisions are 
tailor-made for lame-duck presi- 
dents and secretaries of state. 

And Shultz, especially, could get 
away with the move because of his 


highly- publicized attitude towards 
the PLO and his strong support for 
Israel. 

Americans, across the board, 
have always been bothered by this 
prohibition on talking to the PLO. 
As a matter of deeply held convic- 
tion and principle, Americans be- 
lieve in talking. By jopsided mar- 
gins, public opinion polls in the U.S. 
have always shown a desire for talks 
with the PLO. 

“What's wrong with talking?” the 
average American asks. “It’s better 
than fighting.” ἡ 

Thus, Americans, by their very 
nature, welcome talks with Arafat, 
Libya's Muammar Gaddafi, Iran's 
Ayatollah Khomeini and other nor- 
mally despised tyrants. 


JHE U.S. AMBASSADOR in Tu- 
nis, Robert Pelletreau, will now be- 
come “the only channel” for talks 
with the PLO.

should not anticipate too angry a 
response from the organized Ameri- 
can Jewish community.

Walter Ruby on action-packed days in Geneva - 


The drama behind the 
American about-turn 


THE FIRST source to confirm the wild rumours cours- 
ing through Geneva late Wednesday night — that the 
United States had dramatically switched positions and 
was about to open a dialogue with the PLO -- was 
Eugene Maklouf, the tall, austere, and almost Scandi- 
navian-looking PLO emissary to Sweden. 

Standing calmly with arms folded in the luxurious 
lobby of the Geneva Intercontinental Hotel, the PLO 
delegation headquarters for the special UN. General 
Assembly session on “the Question of Palestine,” 
Maklouf (a key player in the PLO-Swedish-U.S. con- 
tacts undertaken in Stockholm by Foreign Minister 
Sten Andersson) had just begun to tell several Western 

-reporters that the long-awaited deal with the U.S. had 
at last been struck. 

At that moment, from across the packed room a 
joyful, booming voice shouted “Maklouf!” Before the 
eves of the startled reporters, the elegantly-coiffed 
Andersson swept across the hall and with a cry of 
“congratulations” wrapped the PLO emissary in a very 
enthusiastic and undiplomatic bear-hug. 

The two men rushed into an elevator with three 
journalists in hot pursuit. On the way to the 18th floor, 
an ebullient Andersson confirmed that after the curt 
U.S. rejection of PLO chief Yasser Arafat's speech the 
night before he had mediated all day Wednesday be- 
tween Washington and the PLO leadership in Geneva. 
He was seeking to come up with some language that 
Arafat could utter in his press that evening 
to overcome the U.S. reservations. 

But had there been any real changes in substance 
berween what Arafat said in his speech to the General 
Assembly and what be said in the press conference the 
following evening, Andersson was asked? The foreign 
minister respo! ; “EB ing was already in the 
speech, but it was put together more clearly in the press 
conference.” 

Pressed on whether there had been a change in the 
formulation of PLO acceptance of Resolutions 242 and 
338 — the wording rejected by the U.S. on Tuesday and 
accepted on Wednesday — Andersson replied, “No, I 
don’t think so. You'd have to ask the Americans to get 
an accurate answer.” 

Asked if the diplomatic breakthrough represented a 
triumph for Swedish diplomacy, Andersson ded 
in a solemn voice, “No, not a triumph for Sweden, but 
a triumph for the whole world.” 


THE ACTION moved into the large, richly-furnished 
suite which was used by Arafat; he himself was no 
longer around, having left an hour before for East 
Berlin. One comer of the room was taken up by a large 
writing desk with a huge Palestinian flag behind it. 

The TV screen was tuned to an American network, 
Secretary of State George Shultz, the man the Palestin- 
jans have considered their chief American nemesis, 
was announcing that, in his press conference, Arafat 
had made clear that the PLO “had accepted UN Secu- 
rity Council Resolutions 242 and 338, recognizes Isra- 
el's right to exist in peace and security, and renounced 
terrorism.” Therefore, said Shultz, “the U.S. is pre- 
pared for a substantive dialogue with PLO representa- 
tives. 

Maklouf's comment to this reporter was that Shultz's 
announcement was “ἃ good statement which we hope 
will evolve into an even better one.” But had there 
been any real change in the PLO's articulation of its 
positions between the Arafat speech and the press 
conference? “I don’t think so personally; Arafat 
thought there were a few things that needed clarifica- 
tion, so he used his press conference to do that.” 

PLO spokesman Abdul Rahman said “There is no 
question that the American decision to open negotia- 
tions with the PLO is a historic change in the Middle 
East. After 40 years of struggle, we can look to this 
American decision and see an era of peace — peace for 
the Palestinians and peace for our enemies. This histor- 
ic statement’ by the U.S. will help dramatically in 
bringing about international accords for peace in the 
Middle East.” 


BUT WILL ISRAEL ever change its opposition to 
talking to the PLO? “Wait and see," Rahman respond- 
ed. “They should change their position and recognize 
the right of the Palestinian people to exist in a state like 
their state. The Israelis are now truly isolated and alone 
because of their unrealistic policy of ignoring the rights 
of the Palestinian people and seeking ἃ military 
solution.” 

Would he acknowledge that Arafat had spent the 
day crafting and recrafting the language of his speech 
so as to overcome U.S. objections to opening a dia- 
logue? “Frankly,” Rahman said,.“‘the U.S. is a super- 
power. We understand that if anyone wants peace in 
Palestine, they should talk to the U.S. Opening this 
dialogue is the main step in achieving peace in 

Rahman heaped praise on the role of Andersson and 
the Swedish delegation. “They worked very hard, day 
and night, over the last two days until we achieved this 
result.” ᾿ 

Actually, there were indications early Wednesday 
that negotiations might be under way that could bring 
about a dramatic reversal of the U.S. stand rejecting 
Asafat’s Tuesday declaration as inadequate. The first 
tip-off came when Arafat cancelled ἃ moming press 
conference at which he had been expected to strongly 
criticize the U.S. rejection. 7 

Instead, he met with Andersson. The Swedish for- 
eign minister urged the PLO chairman to put aside his 
anger, shock, and chagrin at the U.S. reaction, and

Arafat's ending the sentence with the words “242 
and 338” appeared to meet the U.S. demand for clear 
acceptance of the resolutions without reference to self- 
determination or other UN resolutions -- although it 
could certainly be argued that including the “State of 
Palestine” in his statement constituted a clear refer- 
ence to self-determination. 

Arafat also repeated his earlier renunciation of all 
forms of terrorism — but this time added the words 
“individual, proup, and state terrorism.” But, at the 
news conference, he reaffirmed his position that he 
does not consider violent acts perpetrated against Is- 
Yaelis as part of the intifada to be acts of terrorism. 

Ia a mid-afternoon encounter, PLO ideologist Bas- 
sem Abu Sherif hinted broadly to this reporter that 
something was afoot, stating flatly, “I don’t believe the 
U.S. stand is a final one.” Also intriguing was the fact 
that the mid-afternoon speech to the General Assem- 
bly by U.S. Ambassador Vernon Walters contained no 
reference to Arafat’s speech of the night before or of 
the U.S. reasons for rejecting it. Walters also adopted a 
tone that Seemed unexpectedly critical of Israel, not- 
ing, “We must tell the parties (to the Mideast conflict) 
that their conflict is resolvable.

The director general of the Prime 
Minister's Office is considered by 
some to be the most powerful civil 
servant in government today. He 
enjoys the attentive ear of Yitzhak 
Shamir. On many issues he is 
thought to be even less compromis- 
Ing than the prime minister himself. 

Ben Aharon’s leap to prominence 
came in 198] when he was picked to 
serve as then-Foreign Minister Sha- 
mir's bureau chief. The two have 
not parted since then,. and Ben 
Aharor has skillfully drawn on Sha- 
mir’s ever-increasing dominance: of 
the political scene to consolidate his 
own projection of power. 

Ben Aharon, 56, was born in Je- 
rusalem. Soon after his birth, his 
family moved to Port Said, return- 
ing 15 years later to Palestine. Thir- 
ty years ago Ben Aharon joined the 
Foreign Ministry, and the first years 
of his diplomatic career (when, 
among other assignments, ‘he spe- 
cialized in Arab affairs} saw him 
i climb slowly and uneventfully up the

“T said ~ and I'm not sure that this 
coincides with what the Likud says -- 
that the best guarantee for a lasting, 
durable peace, is that both sides 
should earn that Jews are here to 
Stay in every part of Eretz Yisrael. 
And I remember saying then that, 
no matter what the final delineation 
of the borders will be, no matter 
what sovereignty will be there, the 
Arabs of Nablus, Hebron, Jenin and 
Bethlehem must see with their own 

- eyes that the Jews are their neigh- 
bours.” 

“I have been consistent on this 
since then. The events of the last 
year have only fortified my beliefs, 
proving that if we don't live there 
and the Arabs won't realize that the 
Jews are there to stay, we can expect 
serious threats to. our security in the 
future. Settlements have long-term 
political and psychological impact.” 

The intifada has not shaken any of 
Ben Aharon's views and he says it 
erupted, inter alia, because of many 
things which the Arabs learned from 
the Jews. “They learned from us 
things about the weakness of de- 
mocracy and about the weakness of 
a Jew, as a Jew, in Israel.” 


“HE BELIEVES the Palestinians’ 
» “are pethaps the most ‘intelligent of 


Arab societies:" because of their in- 


” télligeficé arid! becausé of their men- * 


tality. Ben Aharon is certain that 
the Palestinians can eventually be 
persuaded to renounce the PLO, 
give up their wish and demand for 
self-determinstion, and be conteat 
with what he terms “basic civil 
rights," the culmination of which is 
autonomy -- “and no more. They 
.should be told that they can achieve 
much more than any other Arab 
society, but there are some things 
they will have to give up — a flag and 
independence and ail of these 
things: this won't be...If you want it, 
then only through Jordan. 

“But from the point of view of 
buman rights, freedom of expres- 
sion, freedom of assembly, freedom 
of movement, all the things which 
are really basic -- you have them 
today and can get them in even 
fuller form in time, as long as you 
agree to some sort of modus vivendi 
with us.

One cannot look at this 
simplistically: one has to learn their 
attitudes, their Covenant, their 
deeds; the PLO was estabished as a 
movement against something, not 
for: against a society which it claims 
has no right to exist. 

“If you look at the whole com- 
plex, you must reach the conclusion 
that the PLO is not a liberation 
movement. They have succeeded in 
this big deception, and many Israelis 
have fallen for it, that there is such a 
thing as Palestinians. If they want a 
state, it already exists. [f we think 
otherwise, we are cutting off the 
branch on which we are sitting.”

“The solution is not legislation: I think it should be a 
matter of copsensus, and not of political argument. It

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The road through Stockholm

THE MEETING in snowy Stockholm last week be- 
tween American Jews and Yasser Arafat helped pave 
the way to a dialogue between Washington and the 
PLO, according to Drora Kass. executive director of 
the U.S. branch of the International Centre for Peace 
in the Middle East. 

“| think it laid the groundwork by emphasizing to the 
PLO those points which needed clarification. and by 
persuading the PLO delegation that they could make 
their clarifications without violating the decisions that 
had been made by the Palestine National Council.” she 
said. 

Kass, wha was one of five U.S. Jewish personalities 
to meet with Arafat, spoke from her father’s home in 
Rehovot earlier this week. Born in Kibbutz Hatzor of 
American parents just before the state was created. she 


grew up in Rehovot, but left Israel ar the age of 24. " 


In Stockholm. the U.S. Jewish delegation constantly 
pressed Arafat to make brief, crystal-clear statements -- 
much like those demanded by U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz just before the U.S. agreed to a 
dialogue. 

But often cultural differences seemed to stand in the 
way. Kass noted. 

“Y really don't think they sufficiently appreciate the 
Western need for ‘packaging.” “ she said. “One mem- 
ber of our delegation was a top international lawyer - 
Rita Hauser. She would go down a list of items. one. 
two, three, four. No chitchat. 

“But the Palestinians strongly felt thar anyone who 
wants to make peace could, if they looked closely, see 
the progress in the PLO position as expressed in the 
PNC resolutions. 

“For instance, when we started our first meeting 
with Arafat, we already had in hand a document that 
had been concluded earlier with his advisor. Khaled al- 
Hassan. 

“Arafat. however. went into a long, long presenta- 
tion. And we thought, ‘Oh. no, this is a shopping list of 
items he would want to include into the document." 
Then later, we realized this was just his way of intro- 
ducing his thinking. but not necessarily implying fur- 
ther demands.” 

Ultimately. in Stockholm. Arafat came out with a 
concise public statement in which he said, “There are 
two states in Palestine, an Arab-Palestinian state and a 
Jewish state, Israel." : 

That was just one step behind Arafat's statement this 
Wednesday which opened the door for a U.S.-PLO 


dialogue. In that statement, Arafat affirmed ‘the right’ 


of all parties concerned in the Middle East conflict to 
exist in peace in security...including the state of Pales- 
tine, Israel and other neighbours.” 


ON THE ROAD to Stockholm and Geneva, the 
Swedes played a crucial mediating role between the 
Americans and the PLO. observed Kass. The Swedish 
effort began last March. following a trip by Swedish 
Foreign Minister Sten Andersson to Israel. 

“After his visit. Andersson decided that Sweden 
could play ἃ role as a country that had close ties with 
Israel as well as credibility with the PLO.” she ex- 

jained. “One of his people contacted Stanley Shein- 

jum. a Los Angeles econoniist and Democratic Party 
activist, and asked whether it would be possible to put 
together ἃ group of U.S. Jews to meet with Arafat.” 

Sheinbaum, in tum, approached Kass and Hauser. 
Hauser. a Republican activist and former U.S. ambas- 
sador to the UN Human Rights Commission, is the 
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chairperson of the U.S. branch of the peace centre. 

Kass believed that the only way to get other major 
U.S. Jewish figures involved would be if Arafat en- 
dorsed ἃ preliminary statement in advance of ἃ public 
Meeting. 

The PLO agreed to hold a preliminary meeting 
under Swedish auspices, and on November 2U a secret 
encounter took place between a high-level PLO dele- 
gation and the three American Jews. 

Khaled el-Hassan was the head of the PLO delega- 
tion. Kass recalled meeting him in Stockholm's har- 
bour-front Grand Hotel. bearing a copy of ἃ recent 
Jerusalem Post interview with Al-Hassan in Algiers. 
which described him as a bitter man. 

“But he was different from what 1 had expected. He 
was more warm and friendly.” said Kass. “He was very 
informal. a very large man, very earthy, like a self- 
made man.” 

The dialogue with al-Hassan was characterized by a 
“lack of rhetoric and polemics” from the beginning. 
she said. 

“Al-Hassan did spell out some of his disappoint- 
ments with the U.S. The PLO felt they had made many 
concessions, and were dubious whether further strides 
would. in fact. elicit a response. © 

“We said, "You've gone a long way, just clarify what 
you've already said. Don’t add a lot of extras, the good 
things will get lost.’ ~ said Kass. 

Aj-Hassan pointed to two crucial events that had 
propelled the PLO into ἃ new era of political realism. 
They were: the intifada and Jordan's decision to severe 
ties with the West Bank in July. 

“The king's step helped us to develop our ideas. to 
take responsibility for Gaza and the West Bank.” Kass 
quoted Hassan as saying. “From the time of the king's 
announcement until the last half-hour before the Pales- 
tine National Council opened in Algiers (in mid-No- 
vember), we held discussions day and night.” 


THE NOVEMBER 20 meeting between the PLO und 
the U.S. Jewish delegation resulted in a preliminary 
Statement, And the Swedes communicated the results 
to Shultz, hoping, perhaps, that the unofficial contacts 
would lead to an official breakthrough. 

It didn't - at least not then. On Friday, December 2, 
Kass received a call from the Swedes usking her if she 
could bring a larger Jewish delegation to Stockholm to 
meet with Arafat the following Tucsday. Two other 
figures joined -- Abraham Udoviteh. head of the de- 
partment for Near Eastern Studies at Princeton Uni- 
versity, and Menachem Rosensaft, a founder of the 
group. Children of Jewish Holocaust Survivors. 

“There were a number of ether people in other high 
positions who were interested, but some couldn't come 
because of time constraints. Others were afraid Arafat 
wouldn't deliver.” Kass noted. 

But Arafat did deliver. He warmly greeted the U.S. 
Jews in Stockholm, and accepted the statement that 
had been hammered out in November with minor 
alterations. 

Speaking to the delegation, Arafat also tested out a 
few of the lines that he would later use in his UN speech. 
in Geneva, telling the U.S. Jews, “We have opted/to’ 
make peace because of our children and the children of 
the Israelis. We ask you to help us make peace so that 
peace will reign in the land of peace.” 

Said Kass, “It was the right music even though the 
lyrics weren't always perfect.

Time for a bold initiative 


“VERY well, alone”: that was the caption 
over a memorable 1940 David Low cartoon. 
But Low's lonely Tommy, in daring the Nazis 
to cross the English Channel from occupied 
France, had cause to look with confidence to 

“the arrival, some time soon, of the 
Americans. 

Israel today is not fighting for its life against 
deadly enemies. If it were, it could still rely on 
what Secretary of State George Shultz de- 
scribed, on Wednesday, as America’s un- 
flinching commitment to the security of the 
Jewish state. What Israel. or rather Yitzhak 
Shamir’s Israel, is fighting for is the right to 
hang on to the grotesque illusion that the 
USS., its longtime patron, will forever take 
lying down the Israeli claim to all the occupied 
territories with their nearly two million Pales- 
tinian Arabs. 

The U.S. has now served notice that, while 
its continued friendship for Israel may indeed 
be taken for granted, its de facto permanent 
underwriting of the Greater Israel programme 
cannot. 

That is the practical meaning of Mr. 
Shultz’s decision on Wednesday, to start an 
open, ‘“‘substantive” dialogue with the PLO. 
Until the day before, the U.S. had been the 
only country in the world, outside of Israel, to 
treat Yasser Arafat as diplomatically untouch- 
able; except in the dark. Now it, too, has 
relented. Israel, or rather Yitzhak Shamir's 
Israel, thus stands alone in treating the PLO 
as, to put no finer point on it, a pack of two- 
legged canines; yet with no visible negotiating 
partner but the PLO.. 

In the past there were good reasons for both 
Israel and the U.S. to shun the PLO. The 
Organization started out with a‘solemn com- 
Mitment to Israel's extirpation in a no-holds- 
barred campaign of terrorism termed war of 
national liberation. A long succession of 
crushing defeats, unmitigated by some mur- 
derous success, took its toll, and under Yasser 
Arafat's leadership the PLO began a tortuous- 
ly slow turn towards respectability. The con- 
summation most devoutly wished was a nod 
from Washington that it was accepting the 
PLO as a partner in peace talks. That has now 


been | anes 

Had the PLO chairman met Washington's 
specifications, as he had reportedly promised 
to do, in his Geneva speech to the General 


Assembly on Tuesday, the nod would have 
been given that day. But Mr. Arafat had again 
equivocated. A special press conference was 
required for him to fully satisfy the Ameri- 
cans. This time he did. 

Jerusalem was shattered. There was some 
reason for this, beside mere illusionism. A 
close reading of the latest Arafat text still 
revealed some deviations from the precise 
terms of the Yariv-Shemtov formula as agreed 
upon between the U.S. and Israel in 1975. 
The U.S. yesterday added a demand that the 
PLO prove by deeds, not merely words, that it 
had renounced terrorism. Little consolation 
was drawn from Mr. Shultz’s refusal to recog- 
nize the PLO’s “State of Palestine,” and thus 
by implication to accept the chairman as “‘pro- 
visional president” of that fictitious state. 

The message from Washington was, howev- 
er, blunt and plain, and though long-delayed 
should not have come as a surprise. The U.S., 
it said, would not endorse as a fait accompli 
what needed to be agreed upon by negotia- 
tion, whether it was a Palestinian state or 
Israei’s annexation, under whatever guise, of 
the occupied territories. 

Mr. Shamir’s Israel was not listening, how- 
ever. Its first article of faith is that the Land, 
in its entirety, is not for negotiating. The 
enemy is in fact any foreigner who lays claim 
to any part of the national patrimony, be his 
name Hussein or Yasser Arafat. Mr. Shultz’s 
reply might be, and perhaps is, that it is with 
one of these two enemies that Israel must 
negotiate the disposal of the occupied territo- 
ries; and that he who helped kill the benign 
Jordanian option may not now complain be- 
cause he sees it being transmogrified into the 
dreaded PLO option. 

The latter is, however, the only option now 
available. The only hope of pre-empting it 
before it is built into the policy structure of the 
next U.S. administration lies in a new, bold 
and realistic Israeli initiative for political ac- 
commodation, not on a pious invocation of 
agreements torn to tatters by the Likud, nor 
on reminders of this country's strategic value 
to the U.S., and aor on whining appeals to 
national and all-Jewish unity. 

If Israel is to escape the threatened, un- 
splendid solitude the megalomaniac illusions 
that have brought it to this pass must first be- 
laid to rest.

To confront the U.S.-PLO dialogue, 
Israel needs a leader of stature 


If real terror becomes the next 
phase. it will undoubtedly under- 
mine the diplomatic efforts though it 
could be argued that both tactics are 
intertwined in the PLO’s overall 
strategy. If incidents like this week's 
murder of two Israelis near Nablus 
become widespread, the Americans 
will find it hard to accept the contin- 
ued talk by Yasser Arafat and other 
leaders of the PLO about the olive 
branch and their alleged enthusiasm 
for a peaceful settlement. The 
bloodshed will negatively colour the 
diplomatic efforts made by the PLO 
abroad. 

But if the intifada continues on 
the same path as today. Israel will 
inevitably face combined U.S.-Sovi- 
et pressure to begin negotiating with 
the Palestinians. Whether Israel has 
a unity government or a narrow co- 
alition will not make any difference 
in the face of such a move. Whether 
Shimon Peres or Moshe Arens is 
foreign minister. it will be almost 
impossible for Israel to repel a joint 
offensive by the two super-powers. 


PROFESSOR Yehoshafat Harkabi 
of the Hebrew University said this 
week that the bottom line in Ara- 
fat’s Geneva speech was the PLO’s 


Shamir. the PLO does not need 
friends. The prime minister said this 
week, repeating what he has said 
many times before. that “we shall 
not negotiate with the PLO under 
any circumstances.” He added that 
“Israel seeks peace and is ready to 
negotiate with all its Arab neigh- 
bours, but not with the PLO”. 

Most of the Palestinian residents 
of the territories regard the PLO as 
their sole and legitimate representa- 
tive.

What Israel needs, if it is τὸ sur- 
vive the crisis ahead of it, is a leader 
who combines Shamir’s straghttor- 
wardness with the honesty and un- 
derstanding Labour aspires to. 

Unfortunately. there does not 
seem to be anyone like that among 
our leading politicians.

Herzog and ‘Who’s a Jew’.

In ISRAEL'S constitutional 
system, president has a spe- 
cia] responsibility with regard to the 
unity of the Jewish people. As the 
symbol of the State. the presidency 
also symbolizes the fundamental 
norm of Israel's existence as the 
state of the Jewish people.

Under pre- 
sent conditions of stress, presiden- 
tial initiatives must expand in order 
to achieve presidential policy 
objectives. 

President Herzog, therefore, has 
ἃ particular responsibility to deal 
with the threat to Jewish unity posed 
by Agudat Yisrael’s proposed 
amendment to the Law of Return. It 
is inconceivable that the presidency 
should be incapable of effective ac- 
tion simply because the issue of ha- 
lachic conversion raised by the har- 
edi camp is a matter of controversy 
in domestic politics. While the presi- 
dent cannot be expected to solve the 
substantive issue involved, he has an 


+ obligation to provide leadership in 
defusing the crisis that the issue has 
provoked. 

The speculation is that haredi de- 
mands, including the divisive 
amendment, motivated President 
Herzog's call to the two major par- 
ties to form a broad coalition. Here 
the president could claim statutory 
authority. Section 11(a)(2) of the 
Basic Law: The President of the 
State provides that ‘The President 
of the State shall act towards the 
establishment of the Government.” 
‘How he acts is determined by cir- 
cumstances, not by law. It js ἢ le 
to'question the wisdont of Hérzos’s 

expressed preference for'a broad co- 

alition; not its:legitimiacy. ~ 
But whether or not a broad coali- 

tion emerges as a result of Herzog’s 

initiative it is unlikely that the 

“Who's a Jew” issue will lose its 

alicasting cupucity or its potential 

for harm to the delicate fabric of 
relations with world Jewry. Here, 
too, the proper exploitation of the 
potentialities of the presidency de- 
pends on circumstances, not on law. 


In defusing the halachic conver- 
sion issue, presidential leadership of 
a creative sort is required. While 
lacking a clear statutory base, it 
rests in the nature of the presidential 
Office, its responsibilities, and its au- 
thority. As long as Herzog acts witb- 
in the framework of consensus val- 
ues, presidential leadership in this 
area is entirely consistent with the 
constitutional limitations of the 
presidential role. 


THE REQUIRED presidential ini- 
tiative should be two-fold: first of 
all, President Herzog must reassert 
the fundamental. axiomatic Zionist 


faith that the State of Israel is the 
state of the Jewish people, in all its 
pluralistic diversity; and secondly, 
he should act to translate “Who's a 
Jew™ from a political issue, to be 
decided by the legislature, to 2 con- 
stitutional question to be decided by 
the courts. 


Neither of these two positions in- 
volves a presidential stand on’ the 
substantive issue of halachic conver- 
sion, on which consensus is lacking -- 
and with regard to which President 
Herzog, son of a Chief Rabbi in his 

presidential past, differed with 
his Takour. Barn, golleagues., 

A re-assertion of the fundamental 
Zionist faith is hardly controversial, 
even when its relevance to the pro- 

d change in the Law of Return 
is recognized. Israel’s independence 
is predicated on the unity of the 
Jewish people. Israel is the state of 
the Jewish people according to the 
Independence Proclamation; ac- 
cording to the Basic Law: The Knes- 
set, that disqualifies proposed lists 
of candidates for Knesset elections 
that deny this proposition; and ac- 
cording to the Knesset regulation 
nullifying legislative proposals that 
controvert this basic article of faith. 

Even the Aaredi factions would 
agree that the severance of Conser- 
vative and Reform Jewry from the 
body of the Jewish people would be 
inconceivable. For the Zionist ma- 
jority in Israel and in the Knesset, 
this would also be a denial of Israel's 
existence as the state of the Jewish 
people in its entirety. The contro- 
versy is over whether the proposed 
change in the Law of Return (which 
is itself a reaffirmation of Jewish 
unity and of the Zionist mission of 
the state) would in fact constitute a 


breach of the basic priaciple of Jew- 
ish peoplehood. 

This leads to the second aspect of 
the proposed presidential initiative. 
President Herzog should declare the 
undeniable truth that Israel's exis~ 
tence as the state of the Jewish pceo- 
ple is a constitutional principle in 
the root sense of the word, as 11 is 
constitutive of Israel's very reason 
for existence. Therefore, the Agv- 
dat Yisrael amendment does defi- 
nitely raise a constitutional issue. As 
such, it a legal question to be 
decided by the courts, not a political 


. issue to be determined by coalition 


bargaining. ted 
Fortunately, the path to a judicial - 


resolution is open. Under present 
Knesset mules, the presidium of the 
Knesset is required to decide wheth- 


«ἐγ proposed legislation negates Isra- 


el’s existence as the state of the Jew- 
ish people. From the exercise of the 
presidium’s discretion, whatever 
may be its initial determination, the 
road leads to the High Court. 
President Herzog should place 
the prestige of his office behind this 
procedure. While this would be a 
novel presidential initiative, so are 
the circumstances which make it 
necessary. It would not solve the 
“Who's a Jew™ issue: nor would that 
be its objective. It would, however. 
remove the question to a proper 
plane of reference beyond the politi- 
cal arena, effectively defusing the 


issue. 
What could be a more tegitimate 
policy objective of the apolitical 
head of state who serves as a symbol 
not only of sovereignty but of the 
mission of the state and of the unity 
of the nation on which it is founded?

Coming to their senses 


TT ΙΒ NOW slightly more than six 
weeks sirtce the election of the 12th 
Knesset and the leaders of our two 
major political parties seem finally 
to be coming to their senses. This is 
about the same time that it took 
them last time, in the summer of 
1984, to conclude that the results of 
those inconclusive elections left 
them no choice but the hitherto un- 
thinkable one of forming a broad 
Labour-Likud coalition 
government. 

The last time around it was La- 
bour's Shimon Peres who spent six 
weeks trying in vain to finagle the 
few extra small-party Knesset votes 
he needed to get a narrow Labour- 
led coalition over the top. This time, 
the Likud’s Yitzhak Shamir spent a 
similar amount of time toying with 
the possibility of a narrow Likud- 
religious-right coalition before the 
majority of the Labour Party finally 
came around to supporting the idea 
of continuing the broad coalition. In 
truth, it should be added that Sha- 
mir must be credited with the great- 
€r sense of realism in preferring a 
broad government from the 
beginning. 

The perpetuation of a so-called 
unity. government between our two 
major opposing parties is admittedly 
a bad choice: judging by our previ-. 
ous experience, it is a formula for 
continued governmental paralysis in 
many fields. But in our electoral 
situation, that sort of bad-is infinite- 
ly better than the worse alternative 
of a Likud-led coalition with the re- 
ligious and the right. ΄ 

The best thing about a broad gov- 
ernment, when compared with the 
above alternative, is that it will 
mean concentrating on the major 
tasks of the hour: countering the 
impressive PLO propaganda offen- 
sive in the area of foreign policy, 


and preventing the threatened de-' 


scent into economic recession on the 
domestic front, while relegating 
such diversionary and divisive issues 
as the Who's a Jew legislation to the 
political dustbin, where they 
belong. 

The outgoing broad government 
performed remarkably well on the 
major issues of extricating ourselves 


from the Lebanese morass and stop- 


Ping the hyper-inflationary spiral in 
Its tracks. Having racked up an im- 
pressive record in those two fields, it 
then proceeded to break down. 


IN OUR PRESENT situation, there 
would seem to be enough consensus 
between the main bodies of both 
‘Labour and the Likud to allow some 
effective Israeli policy and action on 
both the foreign and domestic fronts 
before similar divisive factors set in. 

Labour and Likud are clearly di- 
vided on ultimate aims on the ferzi- 
torial issue and other aspects of the 
Arab-Israel conflict. But there is 
much agreement on immediate is- 
sues: opposition to any steps that 
would lead to the creation of an 
independent PLO-controlled Pales- 
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tine in the administered territories. 
which in effect means opposition to 
an international conference with the 
participation of the PLO; putting 
down the intifada as a precondition 
for working out new arrangements 
for the administration of the territo- 
ries; despite the Likud’s lip-service 
to the cause of a major settlement 
drive in the territories, pragmatic 
agreement can be worked out on 
relegating any new settlement effort 
to a relatively low priority, as was 
done in the outgoing unity govern- 
ment; and mounting a major effort 
to shore up American support and 
towards restoring a sense of unity 
with American Jewry that has been 
badly strained by the Who’s a Jew 
issue. 

On the domestic front there is 
broad agreement that urgent steps 
must be taken to stop the growth of 
unemployment and to reverse the 
trend of crisis and breakdown in ag- 
ticulture and industry. 

Shimon Peres could well play the 
crucial role in the success of such a 
government in dealing with these 
immediate problems on both fronts. 
A major hurdle that will have to be 
surmounted right at the outset is 
that of restoring the trust between 
him and Shamir, which was badly 


strained in the last two years of the 
outgoing government. But Peres’s 
impressive performance in the first 
two years of that government, both 
in regard to getting out of Lebanon 
and in mounting the fight against 
hyper-inflation, should be an indica- 
tor that if he puts his mind to it, he 
will be able to put on a similar per- 
formance this time around, too. 

Although there will not be 2 repe- 
tition of the outlandish rotation ar- 
Tangement in the premiership of the 
previous broad government, it may 
well be that this government will not 
live out its full four-year term. But 
much can be accomplished in the 
period m which it will. be able to 
function. 

At the end of the natural term of 
this Knesset, Shamir at 77 will be 
the oldest man to serve as prime 
minister and both Rabin and Peres 
will be 70 or approaching it. In that 
sense, it is clear that they will be 
transitional leaders. The most im~ 
portant challenge they will face will 
be that of leaving their successors — 
and Israel -- ἃ more reasonable polit- 
ical system in which to function than 
our present one, which is responsi- 
ble for making it virtually impossible 
for anyone to rule Israel effectively. 


TT IS ESSENTIAL that the leaders 
of the two major parties devote a 
large part of their efforts to estab- 
lishing basic trust between the two 
to make possible agreement on the 
adoption of electoral reform and a 
revampiog of the political system. I 
believe that a growing number of 
politicians in both major parties are 
coming around to the realization 
that it is dangerous for the country 
to continue operating with the self- 
paralysing and innately divisive fea- 
tures of our present system. 

If Shamir, Peres and Rabin cry- 
stallize a broad consensus around 
the need for such reform and in 
pushing it through the Knesset in 
the first years of a broad govern- 
ment before it breaks down, it could 
well prove to be the greatest contri- 
bution of their political careers to 
Israel's future.

What should Israel do now? 

After years of avoiding decisions 
and obfuscating’ the issues, Israel 
has now to decide: what are its aims 
— continued control over the ‘West 
Bank and Gaza or willingness to 
trade territories for peace? 

The first alternative means con- 
tinued oppression of a million-and- 
a-half Palestinians and a stow 
“South Africanization” of Israel. 
The other is fraught with danger, yet 
it is the only chance of extricating 
Israel from an unending cycle of vio- 
lence and preventing its internation- 
al isolation. 


ARAFAT'S SPEECH im Geneva, 
as well as his press conference, un- 
doubtedly contain substantive posi- 
tive elements which the Algiers dec- 
laration left ambiguous: While 
Algiers did riot mention Israel, the 
Geneva speech and press confer- 


ence refer specifically and unambig- 
vously to Israel and its right to exist 


ther a fool or ἃ knave. 

On the other hand, there were 
many elements in his statements 
that were disquieting: his support 
for the continuation of the intifada; 
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himself, even rhetorically, from the 
PLO Charter. And. let us admit, the 
general tone of his speech was occa- 


‘Yet it is no accident that it was 
this speech that brought upon Ara- 
fat’s head the condemnation of Jibril 
and Abu Mussa. If there was noth- 
ing new in Arafat's speech, why is 
he branded as a traitor by the more 
extreme elements in the Palestinian 
movement? 


FROM THE Israel perspective, 
there is only one way to find out. 

Let Israel invite Arafat to address 
the Knesset, and ask him to spell out 
before the people of Israel what are 
his conditions for peace. This is not 


necessarily the beginning of negotia- 
tions, which may or may not ensue. 
It will, on the other hand, force the 
PLO and its leader to make some 
tough choices. 

Arefat accepts the invitation 
and is ready to appear before the 
fas socepled. and. rooogaizod the 

accepted an the 
State of Israel: only if one accepts 
the sovereignty and independence 
of a country does one address its 
supreme legislative body. 

If, on the other hand, Arafat 
turns down this invitation — on what- 
ever pretext — then it becomes crys- 
tal clear, to us and to the whole 
world, that he has not accepted Isra- 
el, and that Algiers, Stockholm and 
Geneva were no more than 
hogwash. 

When Sadat came to Jerusalem, a 
new page in Middle Eastern history 
was opened. A visit by Arafat will 

i be a moment of truth — for 
Israel, but also, and supremely so, 
for Arafat. 3 

Menachem Begin had the audac- 
ity and the vision not to shy away 
from the historic challenge — and the 
obvious dangers -- of inviting Anwar 
Sadat to Jerusalem. Will Israel now 
have a similarly courageous leader 
to initiate such a step? Let us hope

US. Jewry: A house divided 


THE REAGAN administration has 
now pronounced Arafat and the 
PLO to be a proper partner for po- 
litical contacts and negotiations. 
‘The very fact that the U.S. is treat- 
ing this “former” terrorist as re- 
spectable will have serious repercus- 
sions for organized American Jewry 
and its relations with Israel. 

‘There are two main scenarios that 
could develop from this dramatic 
shift in American policy. The first 
scenario is based on the assumption 
that Israel maintains a solid front in 
opposition to the PLO. 

As of now, the political main- 
stream in Israel] — Likud and Labour 
~ stands fairly united against legiti- 
mizing Arafat and negotiating with 
the PLO. The PLO is branded as a 
terrorist organization and a Pales- 
tinian state headed by the PLO is 
viewed as a threat to Israel's exis- 
tence. 

Once Arafat is legitimized in 
American public opinion this will 
remove a major obstacle to seeing a 
Palestinian state as a workable solu- 
tion to the Israel-Arab conflict. Af- 
ter all, if one talks to Arafat, there 
must be something to talk about, 
and in practical terms this can only 
mean a Palestinian state. Main- 
stream American politicians, then, 
could advocate a Palestinian state as 
a reasonable solution to the conflict. 
Views now held to be “anti-Israel” 
in an American political context 
could suddenly become respectable. 


HOW MIGHT the American Jew- 
ish establishment respond to such 
developments? Today, it is relative- 
ly easy to identify a “friend of:Ista- 
el” — to use a favourite Aipac code- 
word — in American politics. A 
“friend” supports generous eco- 
nomic and military aid packages to 
Israel, opposes arms sales to hostile 
Arab states, shuns the PLO as a 
terrorist organization and rejects 
the idea of a Palestinian state. 

Tomorrow, it will be harder for 
American Jews to draw such sharp 
distinctions between friends and 
foes. It could become possible for 
American political figures to sup- 
port both a Palestianian state and 
large aid packages to Israel, while 
seeking to maintain their cherished 
status of “friend,” which opens the 
door to Jewish electoral and finan- 
cial support. 

Aipac has always based its argu- 
ments on the notion that what is 
good for Israel is good for the U.S. 
If Aipac and other major’ Jewish 
organizations get a clear signal from 
Israel] that support for a Palestinian 
state constitutes an “unfriendly” 
stance, then they will have to come 
up with convincing arguments as to 
way a Palestinian state is opposed to 
America’s best interests. 

* If they follow Israel's lead, Amer- 
ican Jewish leaders might find them- 


selves in bitter confrontation with 
politicians who really believe they 
are sympathetic to Israel, but who 
face excommunication from the 
ranks of Israel's “friends” because 
they have crossed the pro-Israel lob- 
b on the Palestinian issue. This in 
turn could cause a backlash against 
Aipac, which in any case is seen by 
some administration officials and 
congressmen as having “too much” 
power. 

To strike out on this conflict-rid- 
den course, American Jewish lead- 
ers will first have to convince them- 
selves that talking to Arafat and 
supporting a Palestinian state are 
contrary to American interests. This 
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may not be so easy for some of 
them, especially if it makes them 
look like mere stooges of the Israel 
Embassy. 

In any case, the initia} reaction of 
the, American Jewish establishment 
shows that it is divided in its evalua- 
tion of the administration's move: 
some are clearly against, others say 
“trust the administration,” while 
others say "we won't support it, but 
we won't oppose it either.” With 
such a spread of views, it is hard to 
envisage a determined lobbying ef- 
fort by American Jews to reverse 
the administration's stand. 


THE PROBLEMS raised by this hy- 
pothetical course of events pale by 
comparison. to. a, different scenario, 
‘which is based on the assumption 
‘that Israel's political mainstream is 
also: divided on ‘negotiating with 
Arafat and on the acceptability of a 
Palestinian state. * 

‘What matters in this case is not 
whether groups like the Citizens 
Rights Movement are ready to talk 
to Arafat, but whether a significant 
bloc in the Labour Party takes a 
sharply dovish turn on the PLO. 
Only then can it become legitimate 
and respectable among the Ameri- 
can Jewish establishment to hold 
similar views. 

We learned a lesson in this regard 
over the past year or so with the 
international conference. Foreign 
Minister Peres’s persistent advocacy 
of the conference as a way to launch 
a Middle East peace process spilled 
over into in American Jewry, and 
several major organizations gave it 
their endorsement, despite threats 
and rumblings from the Prime Min- 
ister's Office. 

To be sure, endorsing an interna- 
tional conference on the Middle 
East is much less controversial than 
supporting talks with the PLO on a 
Palestinian state. But some of the 
leaders who backed the conference 
may eventually get in line to meet 
‘Arafat if it becomes respectable on 


the broader American scene. 

The recent meeting in Stockholm 
between Arafat and five American 
Jewish members of.the Internation- 
al Centre for Peace in the Middle 
East shows that there is already a 
spillover effect on the PLO issue 
from Israeli politics to American 
Jewry. In fact, this meeting has 
served to strengthen the positions of 
both the Americans and Israelis in- 
volved in the centre, whose views on 
the PLO have been marginal until 
now. 

Several dovish Labour politicians, 
including Abba Eban, serve on the 
governing bodies of the centre. The 
Stockholm meeting provided them 
with an opportunity to point once 
again to what they see as encourag- 
ing changes taking place within the 
PLO. They also endorsed the inde- 
pendent initiative taken by their 
American colleagues in Stockholm. 
This was followed by a positive 
statement on the PLO issued by a 
broader and more prominent group 
of Labour doves, including several 
MKs. 

For the five American Jews in- 
volved, the Stockholm affair 
brought a loud chorus of condemna- 
tion down on their heads from the 
Jewish establishment. But it also 
provided them with an endorsement 
by Eban, who is held in great esteem 
by American Jews. Eban is now am- 
puting ie position, and earlier this 
week Eban urged American Jews 
not to attack the U.S. government if 
it undertakes exploratory talks with 
the PLO. 

It won't be long before main- 
stream American Jewish figures are 
heard calling on Israel to reassess its 
position vis-a-vis the PLO, and they 
will be able to point to respectable 
figures in Labour to back up their 
position. 

Once the scenario unfolds to this 
point, it will be even more difficult 
for the pro-Israel lobby to “excom- 
municate™ politicians who deviate 
from a hard-line stance on the PLO. 
It will also be more difficult for local 
Jewish communities to maintain a 
solid front of opposition to proposi- 
tions on local ballots calling for a 
Palestinian state, or to fight initia- 
tives within state party organiza- 
tions endorsing this goal. 

With American Jews and Israel so 
involved in each other's affairs, and 
with significant differences of opin- 
ion on the PLO emerging on both 
sides, it is unrealistic to believe that 
the Diaspora can be insulated from 
the controversies ahead, or that it 
can be mobilized as a unified force 
to oppose a Palestinian state. This is 
especially so now that powerful 
forces in Washington have become 
more favourably disposed to the 
PLO.

The of conversion, through’ 
mila and mikve, is a powerfal sup- 
port for them in making their child 
“theirs” emotionally. 

Nevertheless, raising an adopted 
child requires sharing the informa- 
tion of the a ion (and conver- 
sion) process, as part of the relation- 
ship of child and adoptive parents. 
The feetings of the parents are high- 
ly vulnerable to suggestions that 
their bond with their child is not 
kosher. 

Now come those who, for shabby 
political motives, declare that chil- 
dren converted al daat beit din and 
raised within the Jewish community 
are not Jews so far as the state is 
concerned. The pain they are caus- 
ing to the innocent is immeasurable. 
If they truly believe in the idea of 
divine judgement, they have reason 
to be afraid.

IT’S BEEN A rough week for 
the human race. Earthquakes, 
compounded by the jerry- 
building and incompetent res- 
ene organization of the Soviet 
system. killed some 55.000 of 
the much-suffering Armenian 
people. Two rescue planes 
crashed, adding $5 to the death 
tol. In Mexico City. the explo- 
sion of illegal fireworks in a 
crowded market killed 70 per- 
sons. A signals failure at Lon- 
don’s Clapham Junction killed 
40 train passengers. 

At home there were the mur- 
ders of Ya’acov Parag of the 
village of Bracha, and of a re- 
serves soldier, Arturo Herstig. 
by a resident of a neighbouring 
Arab village; the self-pro- 
voked. but still sad. deaths of 
young rioters in the Gaza area: 
the loss of Sgun-Aluf Amir 
Meital in a pre-emptive action 
against ἃ terrorist base in Leba- 
non, the accidental death of 
Osnat Azran, lo, crushed by a 
felled tree. 


THE MOST tragic event of the 
week, because it's the sort of 
thing we've come to accept as 
natural. was the death of {- 
year-old Tomer Khalifa, struck 
down by a motor car in broud 
daylight while he was crossing 
the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem high- 
way at Ramat Motza, where he 
lived. He had been coming 
home by bus from town. The 
bus serving Ramat Motza from 
Jerusalem stops only on the far 
side of the highway and there is 
neither bride nor subway, nei- 
ther traffic lights nor even a 
marked pedestrian crossing. 


One has to streak across when 
one sees a gap in the flood of 
traffic. Tomer didn’t muke it. 
The gap is often perilously nar- 
rowed by a speeding car. and a 
child cannot safely guuge the 
number of seconds he has 
available. 

Who is to blame for the 
death of Tomer, the axing of 
this sapling that should have 
been allowed to grow, as his 
name indicates, like a slender, 
yet firm, skyward-reaching 
tree, a date palm? 

The child himself? He may 
have erred, but capital punish- 
ment is not imposed in Israet 
for even the most heinous of 
murders. Yet fittle Tomer was 
pur to death for not being care- 
ful enqugh. for being in a hurry 
to get home. 

The powers-that-be? Epged, 
the Transport Ministry, the 
PWD, the local authorities, of 
course, are guilty of complicity, 
but all will plead lack of re- 
sources. 

The driver? He will no doubt 
argue that he saw the boy too 
late and that his speed, even if 
it was within the legal limit, was 
too great for him to brake in 
time, that in any case he had 
the right of way. 


HERE JS THE nub. We are all 
to blame for our placid accep- 
tance of this “right of way," the 
assumption that the motorized 
vehicle is lord and master, the 
Moloch to whom we must sac- 
rifice our neighbours’ children. 

In Israel, our national psyche 
compounds the problem: we 
have far too many cars for our 
size and our economy, and we 
drive cruelly. 

Our pernicious. pseudo-so- 
cialist pay structure won't allow 
us a fair wage for our work, so 
our emplovers compensate 
many of us by paying our car 
expenses. We thus have to 
have a car. Buses and shared 
taxis are beneath our dignity. 
‘We don’t even share rides with 
our neighbours. We leave the 
house or office late and thus 
have to speed to our next ap- 
pointment. Driving licences are 
acquired by people who de- 
spise the norms of civil behav- 
jour. The IDF slogan “After 
me.” is perverted into “Me 
first.” 

Of course our roads are not 
good enough for the enormous 
burden they bear. We need saf- 
er highways and proper cross- 
ings. But ultimately. road safe- 
ty depends on us drivers. 

Tomer Khalifa will rest in 
peace. We others should not 
rest, or let each other rest, until 
we learn that our vehicles are 
loaded and cocked guns, that 
our foot on the accelerator is as 
a finger on the trigger. Take it 
easy.

NO PARTY has campaigned as 
long for electoral reform as the 
Alignment. And no Alignment fig- 
ure has devoted more of his time 
and energy to advocating electoral 
reform than Communications and 
Economics Minister Gad Ya’acobi- 

“Our proposal for a mixed elec- 
toral system, whereby some Knesset 
seats would represent geographical 
constituencies and the rest would be 
allocated on the basis of a country- 
wide list, was tabled as a private 
members bill five times since 1970, 
Ya'acobi recalls. 

“During the previous Knesset, it 
passed both the preliminary reading 
and the regular first reading. When 
the Knesset ended its term, the Law 
Committee had been working on 
our Alignment proposal which was 
Supported by Shinui. Simultaneous- 
ly, it also took up a new proposal 
based on a plan of Prof. Uriel 
Reichman of Tel Aviv University. 
which won some Likud backing. 

“In order to assure a bigger ma- 
jority in the Law Committee. all the 
parties and individual MKs calling 
for reform of one type or another 
got together on a compromise draft. 
embracing some of the elements of 
all the proposals. 

“The compromise,” the minister 
continues, “was supported by a doz- 
en Likud MKs, plus Shinui, Citizens 
Rights Movement and Tsomet. Had 
the draft been returned to the ple- 
num earlier in the year, it could 
have mustered 64 votes, in my opin- 
ion, and become law. Of course, it 
would have been too late to hold 
this year’s election on the new 
system.” . 

Ya’acobi says he would like the 
new Law Committee, once it is 
formed, to apply the Continuity 
Law to the electoral reform legisia- 
tion, so that it can be taken up from 
the point where it was left off, and 
not be returned to square one as a 

. private members bill. 

The legislation he referred to, 
which is an amendment to the Basic 
Law/Knesset, would need to be 
matched by an amendment to the 
Knesset Elections Law covering cru- 
cial procedural aspects. These 
would include the system for draw- 
ing up the boundaries of the constit- 
uencies, the body which would actu- 
ally draw them up, and the 
arrangements governing the submis- 


sion of the parties’ constituency 
lists. 

Ya'acobi does not ignore the ob- 
stacles in the path of electoral re- 
form. The Likud, he notes, has just 
signed an agreement with the Na- 
tional Religious Party and the 
Aguda not to support any reform to 
which they object. He also notes 
with distaste that the abortive agree- 
ment between the Alignment and 
the Aguda — nicknamed “the Yossi 
Beilin document," which he voted 
against — included a comparable 
commitment. 

He has no time for proposals, 
mainly from the Likud, fir a quasi- 
presidential system, which he calls 
“a mongrel,” observing that, “in a 
time of emergency, that system 
paves the way for populist move- 
ments seeking to propel some self- 
anointed national saviour to power.”

MINISTER-WITHOUT-portfolio 

Moshe Arens has represented the 
Likud in contacts with other parties 
on electoral reform for some time. 
He feels very strongly that Israel 
needs to alter its system of govern- 
ment, and not just reform the sys- 
tem of Knesset elections. 

Arens contends that had the No- 
vember 1 elections been conducted 
according to the Reichman propos- 
al, “today’s headaches in forming a 
coalition would have been more 
acute since the coalition talks would 
have had to be conducted with 60 
MKs acting as individuals.” 

To ensure that this year's stale- 
mate in forming a coalition does not 
recur, he believes the key can only 
be the direct election of the prime 
minister by nationwide ballot. The 
prime minister, so elected, would 
have authority comparable to that of 
a chief executive. 

“The title is not important: Call 
the person ‘president’ or call him 
‘prime minister.’ The Likud as such 
has not evolved a clearly-defined 
proposal. But I personally bold that 
the chief executive who would be 
chosen and thus endorsed by a ma- 
jority of the national vote, should be 
granted the power to appoint and 
dismiss his own cabinet without be- 
ing tied to the political parties for 
that purpose.” 

Prof. Arens thinks that the sort of 
change he envisages would be so 
fundamental that it would have to

be discussed and worked out in the 
new cabinet. He might propose 
forming a special committee of min- 
isters to hold in-depth studies and 
consult authorities on comparative 
constitutional law. He seems reluc- 
tant to leave the preparation of re- 
form legislation solely in the hands 
of the next Knesset Law 
Committee. 

Not that he objects to part of the 
Knesset membership being elected 
by constituencies. After the years he 
spent in the United States, Arens 
seems largely though not solely in- 
clined towards the American gov- 


ernmental system. 

A Knesset elected according to a 
mixed system, he says, would con- 
tinue to have coalitions between fac- 
tions similar to the present line-ups. 
Hence, legislative or fiscal initia- 
tives by the chief executive would 
have to maneuver between the fac- 
tions, and their enactment would 
still depend on a bloc supportive of 
the government. 

“As long as we eliminate coalition 
influence at the ministerial level, the 
government can rule. Since democ- 
Tracy requires party representation at 
parliamentary level, the chief execu- 


tive can and will live with it,” Arens 
observes. ᾿ 

“I'm not pressing for any particu- 
lar model at this point. They have 
one system in Washington, and a 
different system in Paris to which 
the French seem to have adjusted 
well.. Israel's governmental system 
did not come into being after long 
and careful study.” 

While he has every compliment 
for the Knesset ἃς an epitome of 
super-democracy. Arens says πὸ- 
body would claim today that the sys- 
tem which creates the Knesset can 
be translated into effective govern- 
ment: “Precious time is wasted after 
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to merge and, hence. would keep 
their representation. he believes. 
“The main benefit fram our pro- 
| would be. to create ἃ direct 
personal link between the MK and 
those who put him in.

Rubinstein, like Arens, contends 
that the present Knesset would not 
have emerget any differently than it 
did had the Uriel Reichmun system 
governed the November 1 election.

put it through into law within rea- 
sonable time. 

As for the obstacle posed by the 
Likud commitment to the NRP and 
Aguda not to initiate reforms to 
which they object, his only answer 
is: “That is a matter which will re- 
quire discussion.” 


SHINUI-CENTRE Movement 
leader MK Amnon Rubinstein 
sounds very realistic. 

“None of the electoral reform 
proposals which the Knesset has dis- 
cussed so far can eliminate the ca- 
pacity of the ultra-Orthodox parties 
to practise extortion,” he says. 

“Moreover, I would not suggest 
eliminating the parliamentary repre- 
sentation of the ultra-Orthodox par- 
ties. They amount to 15 per cent of 
the population and they have a right 
toa voice. In any case, they reside in 
closely concentrated geograplrical 
areas, so they can use the constitu- 
ency system to put their men into 
the Knesset,” he says. 

Other things being equal, Shinui 
would have preferred the original 
proposal worked out with the Align- 
ment: 20 multiple-member constitu- 
encies electing four MKs each ac- 
cording to what constitutional 
experts call a “regional-proportion- 
al-majority” system. The remaining 
40 seats would be allocated accord- 
ing to the old “national-proportion- 
al system."

THERE IS A light at the end of the 
political tunnel. Despite six weeks 
of turgid coalition negotiations 
which will beget the most impotent 
government of national disunity on 
record, there is a good chance that a 
crucial bill may win a majority vote 
in.the new parliament:'a bill on elec- 
toral reform. 

- If that measure is passed, the 12th 
Knesset will go down in history as a 
memorable assembly which saved 
Israel from a political decline that 
could be fatal. 

The religious factions have uon- 
wittingly made a signal contribution 
to the drive for constitutional 
change. Their bargaining antics, cli- 
maxed by the scurrying of national 
leaders to seek the approval of Agu- 
dat Yisrael rabbis at the Vizhnitz 
Hotel in Bnet Brak, have brought 
the existing electoral system into 
such disrepute that supporters of re- 
form today outnumber opponents 
by a substantial margin. .

The Reichman proposals, 

up by a team of four professors from 
Tel Aviv University urtder his chair- 
manship, will likewise retain the 
rroportional representation system, 
but with a difference: The public 
will select half the candidates by 
name, so there will be 60 constituen- 
cies. 
If the last elections had been held 
according to the Reichman plan, the 
distribution of Knesset seats would 
be the same as today, though differ- 
ent members might be sitting.

Similarly, Tsomet and Moledet 
would either have had to merge with 
Tehiya or lose their representation.

THE REICHMAN constitution ad- 
dresses itself next to the method of 
government, and introduces a star- 
thing novelty: It sharpens the divi- 
sion between the legislative and ex- 
ecutive branches. The public would 
vote for the parliament (legislature) 
it wants, and would vote again - 
separately - for the individual it 
wishes to be prime minister 
(executive). 

We have here an approach to the 
American presidential system. The 
prime minister, it is proposed, is 
elected personally and appoints his 
own government.

CASTING DOUBT on these as- 
sessments this week was Sgan Aluf 
(Res.)

OF COURSE, dogs are by no 
means the only animals to have been 
forcibly recruited to war service. In 
her book Animals in War, British 
writer Jilly Cooper devotes chapters 
to horses, camels, mules and ele- 
phants, while citing references to 
the use by the Americans of “pigs, 
coyotes, catS, racoons, skunks, deer 
and ferrets” for minehunting alone. 
(Pigs were apparently the most ef- 
fective, but were not ultimately 
préssed into action. After all. writes 
Cooper, “what soldier would be 
seen leading a pig through the 
streets to clear a suspected 
minefield?”’) 

Less amusingly, thousands of ani- 
mals the world over are annually 
subjected to laboratory expermin- 
entation in the interests of ‘war — 
most notably, at pre.ent, by scien- 
tists seeking to determine the pre- 
cise effects of radiation burns. 

During World War 11. when Brit- 
ain was terrified by the threat of 
chemical warfare, it is estimated 
that up to 20,000 dogs, cats, mon- 
keys, rabbits and other creatures 
were killed in just two tests. 

One Harvard professor, Dr Louis 
Feiser, apparently even conducted 
experiments with bats, intending to 
bombard the Japanese with thou- 
sands of the explosive-laden, tiny 
mammals. 

Feiser, who developed surgery to 
hang incendiary devices from the 
bats’ chests on a piece of string, 
wanted the U.S. to drop them on 
large Japanese cities. He believed 
the bats, irritated by the string. 
would chew through it and fly off 
leaving the bombs behind. 

Incredibly, Feiser spent two years 
researching the project and was 


ὅτ even granted a trial run in New 


Mexico towards the end of the war. 

According to Robert Lubow, who 
details the bizarre story in a book 
called The War Animals, the results 
were chaotic. First, several bats es- 
caped their cages and set off fires 
which destroyed a general's car and 
a costly aircraft hangar. Then, when 
the-drop was finally made, the vast 
majority of the bats simply crashed 
to their deaths. Needless to say, the 
project was abandoned. i 

Dolphins too have been con- 
scripted τὸ the war effort, with 
American magazines last year re- 
porting that dolphins were being 
trained, in a joint Navy-CIA opera- 
tion, to attack submerged human 
swimmers. 

The U.S. Navy is also said to have 
a team of five dolphins trained to 
search for mines — they were report- 
edly used in the Gulf only last year. 
Similarly. dolphins have been 
trained in the past to-carry explo-

trained dogs from the British), is a 
researcher in military history for the 
Defence Ministry who has pushed 
the idea of using dogs in the military 
throughout his career in the IDF. 

“It saddened my heart to see 
those pictures of the dogs on televi- 
sion, but where you.send a man to 
be killed it is reasonable to send 
dogs as well.” Baum told The Post. 
“There’s nothing crueller than send- 
ing a man to his death.~ 

All armies use dogs, he says, es- 
pecially in Europe. The Germans 
have been leaders in the field he 
says, noting that several “working™ 
breeds originated in Germany: Ger- 
man shepherds, Dobermans, 
shnauzers, Rottweilers. boxers and 
Great Danes. 

One of the best working breeds 
comes from Belgium, he says.

Called the Bouvier de Flandres, it is 
wider and more massive than a giant 
shnauzer, and is the only working 
breed which must pass either 2 po- 
lice or military performance test in 
order to be awarded a gold medal. 
Reviewing some of the varied 
uses of dogs in the military, Baum 
says that Newfoundlands have been 
used by the British and German na- 
vies to save men from drowning. 
Dogs have also been used to evacu- 
ate the wounded from battlefields. 
The Soviets used a a powerful cross 
breed between a Great Dane and a 
bull mastiff for the purpose in their 
border clashes with the Chinese on 
the Ussuri river. When the U.S. left 
Vietnam, he continued, it left be- 
hind tanks, bulldozers, helicopters 
and planes — but they made sure of 
evacuating some 6.000 dogs.

sives, either attaching magnetic 
mines to enemy submarines, or 
bombing ships in suicide missions 
just like the Soviet suicide dogs. 
Sea-lions, whales and dolphins 
have been schooled in the art of 
recovering objects — including 
bombs — from the seabed. But, as 
Cooper recounts with some glee, 
not all training programmes have 
always gone quite according to plan.

THE ROYAL Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals here 
has expressed its “shock, horror and 
total opposition™ to the use of dogs 
in the manner reported during last 
Friday's Israeli raid. 


A spokeswoman recalled that - 


there had been outrage here during 
the Falklands War when vague sug- 
gestions were proposed for using 
sheep to walk through minefields. 

Regimentat history books are full 
of stories of heroic mascots boosting 
morale and even saving lives. The 
People's Dispensary for Sick Ani- 
mals even introduced an award for 
the bravest dogs, the Dickin Medal. 
engraved with the inscription “For 
gallantry, we also serve". 

Its recipients include Antis, an 
Alsatian puppy rescued from a 
bombed farm house. who grew up to 
rescue several casualties from burn- 
ing buildings. was shot down twice 
while airborne with his master Jan. 
and later saved Jan's life by attack- 
ing a border guard who had been 
about to shoot him. : 

Judy. another medal winner. cele- 
brated her award with a bark on the 
BBC. A Navy mascot captured by 
the Japanese in 1942, she helped 
save lives at a Japanese Prisoner of 
‘War camp by giving the alarm at the 
approach of crocodiles, snakes and 
tigers. 

And then there was Rifleman 
Khan, the Aisation trained by one 
Corporal J. Muldoon. Approaching 
the Dutch island of Walcheren in 
1944, their boat capsized and Khan 
instinctively made for the safety of 
the shore. Muldoon could not swim, 
however, and Khan. realizing that 
his master was drowning, swam 
back out to sea and dragged him to 
safety. 

Just three examples of canine her- 
oics, but enough perhaps to explain 
why the idea of sending dogs unwit- 
tingly to their deaths. weighed down 
with packages of explosives. seems 
so abhorrent.

However, Baum dismisses Israeli 
efforts to train dogs for military as- 
signments as “amateurish” and de- 
cries what he says is a lack of a 
national effort to develop the field. 


DOV AMIR couldn’‘t agree more. 
Dogs have been a hobby for 30 years 
for Amir, a consulting engineer who 
immigrated from West Germany in 
1968, and he is a strong advocate of 
the wider use of dogs for police and 
military work. . 

“It could save scores of lives.” he 
says. 
Amir, the chairman of the Israel 
Boxers.Club, a national and interna- 
tional judge for dogs’ working trials 
and character tests. and chairman of 
the Israel Jadges Committee. knows 
from whereof he speaks. 

He was interviewed this week at 
the office of the magazine Olam 
Hakelev. 

Amir. who began working with 
dogs while with the Dusseldorf po- 
lice, complains about the lack of 
public awareness in Israel of the.po- 
tential worth of dogs. the lack of an 
infrastructure of breeders, kennels 
and enlightened owners necessary 
to provide the police and military 
with a steady flow of trainable ani- 
mals, and the political obstacles 
placed in the path of an increased 
use of dogs. 

“In the 1970s in Nablus,” he said. 
“a dog caught a man who was about 
to throw a grenade by his private 
parts. Afterwards a group of nota- 
bles came to speak to Moshe Dayan 
and requested that the IDF use ev- 
erything except dogs. 

“Dayan agreed.” he continued, 
“which is too bad because dogs are 
better than rubber bullets.” 

American police statistics. he 
says, show one policeman on patrol! 
with a dog is worth 20 policemen 


crime prevention, crowd control. 


without a dog in such categories as 


apprehension of suspects and the 
search for stolen goods. 

Amir is frustrated by what he sees’ 
as a glaring lack of basic knowledge 
about dogs. Pulling out a copy of the 
latest Olam Hakelev, Amir points τὸ 
an advertisement by the Israel Po- 
lice which makes him hopping mad. 
The advertisement calls on the pub- 
lic to contribute their unwanted 
German shepherds. Labradors and 
cocker spaniels aged § to 18 months 
to the police so that they may be 
used in security work. 

An eight-month-old dog, he ex- 
plains, has already passed the criti- 
cal period for learning special skills. 
and any dogs volunteered to the po- 
lice will be decidedly “grade B.~ 
The request. he says. demonstrates 
total ignorance of what conditions 
are necessary to train a dog well. 
conditions which were set down in 
writing in the early G0s by Clarence 
Pfaffenberger in his landmark book 
The New Knowledge of Deg 
Behaviour. 

According to Amir. Pfaffen- 
berger’s work. which focused on 
critical periods in the development 
of puppies, has been the basis for all 
jater work on training dogs. but the 
Israel Police are apparently ignorant 
of it. 


ACCORDING to Amir, there are 
two general classes of dogs that can 
be trained to perform security-relat- 
ed tasks well: “service” dogs and 
hunting dogs. Service dogs include 
such breeds as Dobermans, boxers. 
German shepherds. Rottweilers. 
Hoverwats and giant shnauzers. 
Hunting dogs include Labradors. 
Golden Retrievers, Irish setters and 
pointers among others. 

The intellect of a mature dog is

like that of a small child on the verge 
of speech. Amir says. It learns by 
associations and conditioning. Com- 
plicated actions involving chains of 
conditions are difficult for dogs to 
learn. 

Among those actions within the 
dag’s capabilities, he says. are mine- 
detection. finding humans buried 
underground — no electronic device 
yet invented, including ultrasound. 
can compete with a well-trained dog 
for this -- detecting drugs, detecting 
explosives. tracking. uncovering 
ambushes and fortified positions. 
and, with certain limitations, identi- 
fying suspects. 

Though Amir tried once and 
failed to teach the subject of dog 
training to police officers in Israel, 
he remains convinced that the police 


and the army can reap many bene- 
fits from work with properly raised 
animals. 

The key. he believes, is setting up 
a wide-based network of breeders 
and apprentice trainers which could 
take advantage of such programmes 
as Gadna training. 


The defence establishment on its 
own cannot set up its own kennels to 
raise dogs for ull its needs, suys 
Amir. Germany tried that and failed 
in the [95Us. Dogs for specialized 
training must be brought up and 
cared for by knowledgeable people 
for a year in order to expose the 
dogs to all the stimuli needed to 
refine their senses and instincts. 

“You must work like Prussians 
with dogs,” he says.

“SENDING BOOBY-tra dogs 
instead of soldiers to attack the ene- 
my is a vicious and cowardly act. 
The innocent dog is there not be- 
cause he wants to be there. He has 
been tricked. I find it disgusting to 
send an unwitting animal to its 
death.” 

This statement comes not from an 


of Cruelty to Animals nor from 2 
pacifist or moralist who argues on 
the basis of ethics but from an aca- 
demic, who just happens to own a 
pet dog but strongly maintains that 
his criticism has nothing to do with 
sentiment but with a concer that 
the IDF is going through a highly 
dangerous phase, which might even- 
tually cause it to disintegrate in the 
face of a genuine threat — if, in fact, 
the information ‘about the dogs is 
correct. 

Prof. Martin Van Creveld is a mil- 
itary historian from The Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem. Like oth- 
ers, he saw on television last Satur- 
day night the pictures of the dead 
dogs the IDF force allegedly left 
behind in Damour, and he found the 
sight appalling. 

If this information is correct, 
then, says Prof. Crefeld, *‘This sor- 
did act reflects on the IDF today. 
Because to quote Aristotle “he who 
acts like a coward will become one 
himself.” I agree that the use of 
dogs, had it succeeded, might have 
saved life and would have had the 
benefit of effectiveness. However | 
would argue that even in war effec- 
tiveness is not everything. There are 
certain things which, I wouldn't say 
are impermissible, but which cause 
self-disgust. No army that feels itself 
to be disgusting is going to fight 
well. It is too heavy a price to pay 
for, military effectiveness.” 

He would have preferred soldiers 
to perform the mission intended for 
the dogs though it would have been 
highly risky. The harm caused by 
the use of such methods is, accord- 
ing to Prof. Van Creveld., in losing 
the most essential single element in 
a war: fighting spirit. 

But wasn’t the incentive for using. 

the value of human life, which 
the IDF has always promoted? 

“I have no doubt that fighting 
spirit is very intimately connected 
with respect for human life.” re- 
sponded Van Creveld. ‘Soldiers 
have fighting spirit if they are con- 
vinced that everything will be done 


in order to bring them out alive. For [| 


many years Israel put human life at 
the top of its priorities. Nowadays it 
no longer applies. There is more 


talk about the value of hunian-tife” 


than is proven by reality, and the 
example is Lebanon. Six hundred 
lives were thrown away for nothing 
at all. ν 

“Moreover. there are certain 
things which if not more important 
than human life at least ought to be 
balanced against it and one of those 
is certainly self-respect. Maybe the 
intifada is teaching us this lesson. 
They are sacrificing their lives for 
the sake of their self-respect. There 
was a time when we knew that our- 
selves but not any more” 


THE HISTORY of using dogs in 
warfare is short. “If you read history 
you find that there were some at- 
tempts but they never have been 
very successful. The Germans in 
‘World War Ii claimed that they met 
Russiari dogs which had been sent 
booby trapped. set to run under 
their tanks and explode (see "A 


dopg’s life.” left.) 

If the information on the use of 
dogs is true, then Van Creveld 
traces a direct connection between 
the events in the territories and the 
dog incident south of Beirut last 
week: “We are waging the war of 
the strong against the weak, to the 
point that the ratio in casualties is 
about 100 to one. This is not war this 
is a murder, a massacre. People who 
are involved in this are not soldiers. 
They are hitting an enemy who basi- 


‘cally cannot retaliate, who is small.’ 


weak, unorganized, and have no 
weapons. 

Almost everything that the strong 
do to the weak will count as cruelt' 
in the eyes of the world and in their 
own image of themselves, Almost 
nothing that the weak do to the 
strong will count as cruelty”. 

He emphasizes that this analysis 
has nothing to do with moral judge- 
ment. “I am not trying to say that 
our presence in the West Bank is 
morally wrong or that we are viotat- 


ing anybody's rights. I am saying 
that we have a situation which is 
basically dictated by the power rela- 
tionship between the strong and the 
weak. 

I would argue that a force that is 
cruel and despises itself for its own 
cruelty -is bound to fail in its mis- 
sions. You may hit the weak once or 
twice -- and some may enjoy it, but 
after a few times it becomes boring 
and disgusting. The IDF will end up 
by falling apart and I think the signs 

disintegration are all around us. 
- Some 50 Israeli soldiers have 
spent :time in jail for refusing to 
serve in the territories. We have 
heard of 300 cases in which there is 
enough evidence to put the people 
concerned on trial for having at- 
tempted to get out of the army. Sol- 
diers are standing trial because they 
have obeyed orders partially, or 
obeyed them only too well. How 
does'that reflect on what is vital for 
any armed force -- namely mutual 
confidence between leadership and 


those being led? 

Every time somebody does any- 
thing in the West Bank, the first 
thing he has to think about is (a) Is 
this legal? and (Ὁ) [f it's not legal 
who will tell on me?™ 

He rejects the claim made by 
high-ranking generals that [DF can 
distinguish between the intifada and 
a “real" war against a regular army. 
“If this goes on, Israel will have no 
ability whatsoever against a regular

_City. 


~ The sexton, Alexan Alexanin, 
lost his entire family, except his 
brother, in the massacre by the 

- Turks in 1915. He was then three 
years old. Somehow he made his 

‘way to Aleppo, Syria, and Jater to 

* Jerusalem. His older brother, then 
about six, escaped over the moun- 
tains to Soviet Armenia. 


For 30 years, Alexanin did not 
know that his brother was alive. 
Then one day a letter arrived in the 
mail. His brother had found him. 


Five years ago, Alexanin visited 
‘bis brother's family in Leninakan, 
-one of the cities hardest hit by last 

week's earthquake. He has not 
heard a word from them since the 
calamity. There is nothing to do but 
wait and worry. 


For the past 40 years, Alexanin 
has watched over the ornately deco- 
rated church with its hanging oil 
famps and paintings of Christ. It has 
been his job to light the candles 

..early each morning before the 
+, priests arrive. But when it came 
time to distribute candles to the 
. Mourners ia the Armenian proces- 
sion this week, Alexanin could not 
_. do it. Grief overwhelmed the forces 
ὁ Of habit and duty. 


THE ENORMITY of the destruc- 
tion done by the Armenian earth- 
quake is difficult to fathom. But the 
roughly 2,000 residents of the Ar- 
menian quarter can relate to the 
tragedy in a way that few others can. 

The Armenians here say that the 
city of Leninakan is like Nahariya in 
that it is a place where survivors 
settled after attempts to wipe out 
their people. And so for some here 
in Jerusalem, it seemed as if nature 
was picking up where the Turks had 
stopped. as if even the heavens were 
turning on a people that had already 
known the sufferings of Job. 

Thousands of the Armenians 
caught in the earthquake were re- 
cent refugees from the ethnic vio- 
lence in Azerbaijan. “They fled 
from knives and were killed in col- 
lapsing buildings,” one resident 
said. 


Certain details in the news have 
obsessed many of the people here. 
First there were the stories of how 
some Azerbaijanis rejoiced when 
they heard of the Armenians’ trage- 
dy. Then there were articles saying, 
that Azerbaijani mobs took advan- 
tage of the Soviet Army's movement 
towards the disaster area by burning 
the houses of the Armenian minor-~ 
ity in their midst. 

If the horror failed to surprise, it 
was only because of the Armenians’ 
bitter historical past. A modest 
stone building within the quarter 
houses their version of Yad Va- 
shem. In it, there are pictures of 
Turkish soldiers posing beside the 
severed heads of Armenians they 
slaughtered in 1915. 

The museum does not really dis- 
play art or artefacts so much as it 
contains evidence. A single candle- 
stick bears an inscription in the Ar- 
menian alphabet indicating that it 
comes from the town of Erzeroum, 
in what is now Eastern Turkey. 

“This candle stick is all that we 
have from a city where 200,000 Ar- 
menians once lived,” said George 
Hintlian, curator of the museum and 


spokesman for the Armenian 
Patriarchate. 

To this day in Turkey, booklets 
denying that there ever was a massa- 
cre and downplaying the existence 
of the Armenian people can be 
found at souvenir shops. The pot- 
tery and plates and other items that 
Armenian pilgrims over the centu- 
ries have given as gifts when they 
reached their church in Jerusalem 
today serve as proof that there once 
was an Armenian population in 
these places. 

The one thing that has served as a 
source of comfort is the outpouring 
of international support. There have 
also been many smailer but equally 
appreciated contributions made by 


both Israelis and Palestinians. Tens ' 


of thousands of dollars have already 
flowed into the Victims of the 
Earthquake Fund (Bank No. 
451282) at Barclays Discount Bank 
on Salah e-Din Street in East 
Jerusalem. 


THE FACT THAT Mayor Teddy 
Koliek and Natan Sharansky walked 
in the Armenians’ mourning proces- 
sion on Sunday while the Palestinian 
uprising’s underground leadership 
sent a wreath is testimony to the fine 
political line that the Armenians 
walk. Since the intifada began, that 
tightrope of neutrality has grown 
slimmer and more slippery. 

The Armenians here have little to 
gain from the intifada, but a lot to 
lose if either side should turn against 
them. Armenian merchants in East 
Jerusalem observe the same com- 
mercial strike as their Arab neigh- 
bours, mainly’ out of fear of being 
attacked. Armenian parents warn 
their children, some of whom attend 
East Jerusalem private schools, 
about throwing stones or participat- 
ing in demonstrations. 

But the Armehians have, none- 
theless, been caught up in the gener- 
ally depressed atmosphere of East 
Jerusalem. As a result of the upris- 
ing. one resident said, “Business is 
bad, social life is gone. You can't go 


. 
eat ak:

anywhere. You're stuck at home at 
night." Some of the younger people 
have come to the conclusion that it’s 
better to leave for the United States 
or Canada, 

“My father has not worked for a 
year because of the commercial 
strike.” another Armenian said. 
“Who is taking care of us? We are 
not Arabs, so we are not getting 
money from the Arabs. And we are 
not Jews, so Jews do not ask how we 
are doing.” 

Since they lived in Jordan before 
the 1967 war and were interested in 
maintaining their business and fam- 
ily ties in the Arab world, most Ar- 
menians in Jerusalem are Jordanian 
citizens. Their personal allegiances, 
vary. Albert Aghzarian, spokesman 
for Bir Zeit University (which has 
been closed for eleven months), says 
that he feels both Armenian and 
Palestinian and sees no conflict of 
interest between the two. But he 
makes it clear that those are his 
views and not the position of his 
community, 

Hagop Antreassian, 44. steers a 


more neutral course. “I was born in 
Jerusalem and I care about the peo- 
ple here, but I can't do anything for 
them because the conflict between 
them is so sharp,” he said. 

Antreassian has both Jewish and 
Arab friends, but they have never 
met. He was thinking of getting an 
answering machine, but he couldn't 
decide which language he would use 
on the tape. or in what language he 
would speak first if he recorded the 
message in several languages. He 
decided not to buy the machine. 

The young men's association that 
Antreassian heads once had statio- 
nery with a letterhead in English 
and Armenian. But then Jews and 
Arabs began asking why the letter- 
head wasn’t in their language, too. 
So today Antreassian has three 
types of letterheads: Armenian and 
English, Armenian and Hebrew, 
and Armenian and Arabic. It is not 
the most economical arrangement, 
but it appeases all sides. 


THE DIFFICULTIES caused by 
the intifada diminished in impor- 


tance once the violence against Ar- 
menians in Azerbaijan began in 
February. Then came the earth- 
quake 10 months later. Some 30 τὸ 
40 of the roughly 350 families living 
in the quarter have friends or rela- 
tives who live in the quake-affected 
area, according to Hintlian. Some 
people have received telegrams 
from relatives. Others know nothing 
at all. 

Arda Tchekmeian was “lucky.” 
After trying for two days, she finally 
managed to phone relatives in Yere~ 
yan, near the disaster area. It was 


hard at first to bridge the gap of time 


and distance and suffering. 


_ “How are you?” Arda had asked. 
“We are still alive,” was the 
reply. 


‘When Arda asked her father. 
Karekin, 68, whether he wanted to 
talk to his sister, he was understand- 
ably surprised. Karekin, ἃ Jerusale- 
mite, had not talked to his sister in 
about 40 years. ever since she and 
her family moved from Jerusalem to 
‘Soviet Armenia. .' ; 

The woman said that her 23-year-

Her uncle's family und many 
friends live in Leninakan, On Tues- 
day, she mailed ἃ letter tu an ad- 
dress that may ne longer exist, to 
people who may or may nut still be 
alive. 

Across the street tram where Ma- 
ria composed her letter, a [2-year- 
old seminary student twhked about 
rebuilding Armenia, a land that he 
has never seen.

bore one of the most famous names 
in the world and was reputed to be 
the binding force of her powerful, 
far-flung and sometimes contentious 
clan. But when she died in London 
last Saturday at age 93, few newspa- 
pers had more than a thin file on her 
in their archives. 

She was one of the greatest Jewish 
philanthropists of this generation, 
but few Jews had ever heard of her. 
She was a close-up witness to history 
—an intermediary in the formulation 
of the Balfour Declaration and a 
guest at 10 Downing Street — but she 
Tefused ever to dictate her memoirs 
or be interviewed, and she attempt- 
ed to attribute her achievements to 
the husband she outlived by 31 


years. 

Few if any individuals have affect- 
ed Israeli society through philan- 
thropy to the extent she did; but it 


was a philanthropy that bore virtual- 
ly no plaques and was often totally 
anonymous. 

Yad Hanadiv (The Rothschild 
Foundation), which she headed for 
three decades, created major Israeli 
educational enterprises -- Educa- 
tional Television and the Open Uni- 
versity among others — but it also 
assisted many infirm talmudic schol- 
ars who do not know to this day that 
the money which somehow reached 
them over the years was Rothschild 

‘money. Almost certainly, they have 
never heard of Dorothy de 
Rothschild. 

She, however, knew about them. 
Every Friday morning, well into her 
93rd year, she would receive in Lon- 
don a lengthy telephone report from 
the director of Yad Hanadiv in Jeru- 
salem, Arthur Fried, listing precise- 
ly what had been done during the 
week and describing the beneficia- 
ries of these anonymous grants. 
“There is no higher form of philan- 
thropy.” he said this week. 


“DOLLY™ AS -her friends called 
her, was born in England into the 
aristocratic Sephardi Pinto family. 


In 1913, at the age of I7, she was 
married to the 35-year-old James de 
Rothschild, son of the Baron Ed- 
mond de Rothschild. 

The Baron, as he was called by 
European Jewry, was known in this 
country as Hanadiv, the Benefactor, 
because of the agricultural settle- 
ments and other enterprises he es- 
tablished in the late 19th century, a 
revival which anticipated the Zion- 
ist movement. The Baron's connec- 
tion to the Holy Land would be 
continued by his French-born son, 
who had taken up residence in En- 
gland following the Dreyfuss case, 
and his daughter-in-law. 

James de Rothschild served in the 
army in France during the First 
World War, and Dolly became the 
link between Zionist leader Chaim 
Weizmann in London and her hus- 
band and father-in-law in France as 
the negotiations leading to the Ba!- 
four Declaration evolved. While she 
said her own involvement was mere- 
ly serving as ‘a post office’, Weiz- 
mann’s letters indicate that she had 
made her personal contribution to 
the process. 

Dorothy and James, who was to 
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become an MP, never had children. 
Though she engaged in extensive 
charitable work, served as an alder- 
man on the Buckinghamshire Coun- 
ty Council in the tradition of the 
landed gentry, and sat on the local 
bench as a magistrate every week, 
she remained in her husband's shad- 
ow until his death in 1957. 


SINCE 1923, James had headed the 
Palestine Jewish Colonization Asso- 
ciation (PICA), dedicated to the de- 
velopment of settlements. This was 
dissolved when he died, and re- 
placed by Yad Hanadiv, whose 
council Dorothy headed, 

Soon after James's death, she no- 
tified the Israeli government that it 
had been his wish to fund the con- 
struction of a permanent home for 
the Knesset, then housed in an old 
building in downtown Jerusalem. In 
1966, she cut the ribbon opening the 
new building housing -Israel's 
parliament. 

In 1984, she wrote to then Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres to inform 
him that Yad Hanadiv was offering

It has 
focused on innovative educational 
institutions that fill a need not met 
by the state. 

Besides Educational Television 
(turned over to the state after five 
years), and the Open University 
(more than 10,000 enroiments this 
year alone), it has established the 
Centre for Educational Technology, 
one of the largest educational pub- 
lishers and developers of education-. 
al software in the country: ἃ success- 
ful educational centre near Acre for 
some 100 quasi-delinquent teen- 
agers; the Institute for Advanced 
Studies at the Hebrew University, a 
haven for some of the top minds in 
the country; the Jerusalem Music 
Centre; and a new science teaching 
centre now under construction in 
Tel Aviv, 

Besides the institutions it has 
founded, Yad Hanadiv has supplied 
grants to thousands of other projects 
in the country over the years.:

Kibbutzim pay price | ; 


- for survival 


Economic survival in the short term means sacrificing values. 
JUDY MALTZ reports on the dilemma of kibbutzim iv Upper Galilee. 


THE KIBBUTZIM of Upper Galilee in many wa provide an 
ideal noicrocosm for studying the problems oad ph involv- 
ing the entire kibbutz movement today. : 

Like their counterparts around the country, the 39 kibbutzim 
of Upper Galilee are burdened with huge debts that, even in the 
best of circumstances, it is unlikely they will ever be able to 
repay. in full. 

But financial problems are not their only worries. Security 
matters remain an everyday concern. The northern kibbutzim 
were put on alert 40 times last year and, in one instance, 
terrorists succeeded in infiltrating the border and managed to get 
as close as Kibbutz Manara before being caught. 

They also boast their share of success stories. Kibbutz Ha- 
gosbrim, makers of the Soft 'n Easy hair removers which are now. 
bringing in tens of millions of dollars, is one of the most notable. 

_ These success stories, however, have been accompanied by 
significant changes in kibbutz values. Many of the wealthier 
kibbutzim are now contracting out work to their less well-off 
brothers. many of whom in tum have begun sending their 
membefs outside of the cozy cocoon of the kibbutz to make 
money. Like similar concerns around the country, the regional- 
ly-owned enterprises of Upper Galilee are being slimmed down 
and restructured, with profits gradually taking the place of size 
as their top priority. And no longer are.the concepts of raising 
private capital and drawing foreign investment being sneezed at. 

It all ‘boils down to one thing, as the leads of the kibbutz 
movement put it - survival’- ‘though this sometimes means 
sacrificing values in the short term so the kibbutz that eventually 
emerges from this crisis wil] in the long-term be able to justify its 
existence on economic as well as ideological grounds. 


THE KIBBUTZ movement is entering a new era; this was 
made crystal clear on a recent tour of Upper Galilee kibbutzim. 
It was part of the new hasbara campaign by the kibbutz move- 
tment which these days feels compelled to explain to the public 
why the existence of the kibbutzim is critical to the state and why 
the government must come to their immediate rescue. Part of 
their “ammunition™ is the sharp reduction in their standard of 
living in recent years, their unrivalled talent for innovation in 
agricultore and industry, and their sincerest intentions to live 


within their means in the future. ’ 
This appears to be a counter-offensive to a message the Likud 


succeeded in driving home hard during the recent election - 


campaign: “Beware, taxpayers! — the Labour Party is very 
hungry.” For, although they prefer not to put it this crudely, 
what the kibbutzim are asking for is money, and lots of it, to help 
solve their debt problems. And this will have to come from the 
taxpayers’ pockets, which explains why they feel it is so impor- 
tant for the public to understand that ifs money will. indeed. be 
going to a good cause. Σ 

The tour starts with a chat with the head of the Upper Galilee 
Regional Council. Zalman Gester, who gets right to the point by 
telling us that one-third of the kibbutzim in the area are in deep 
financial trouble. The total debt of the region is equivalent to 
NIS 450m., he reports — an overwhelming chunk of its annual 
NIS 600m. turnover. “If we could manage to solve this debt 
problem once’and for all, most of these kibbutzim would be able 
to earn an honest living.” 

To prove this point, he brings up Yossi Genscher, head of the 
Upper Galilee Regional Enterprises, a group of 15 agricultural 
and industrial concerns owned jointly by the kibbutzim in the 
region, which have made impressive inroads in developing new 
products. He says the past four years were the most difficult ever 
for the country’s agricultural sector, especially for the avocado 
and cotton branches, the mainstay crops of Upper Galilee; and 
the government's policy of maintaining a frozen exchange rate 
and high interest rates cut into export profitability in both 
agriculture and industry. He thinks a reasonable level of debt for 
the region would be around NIS 250m. 

In recent years, a number of troubled factories belonging to 
the group have been either sold or closed down, and the group's 
management is now = form joint ventures with investors 
from the private sector. Earlier this year, in partoership with 
Israel Chemicals. it set up a company called.Ligam which 
manufactures perfumes and spices. Migal, another concern ip 
the group, operates a successful project for breeding Muscovy 
ducks and oyster mushrooms. 


OUR NEXT STOP is Off Hagailil. one of the biggest factories in 
the region, where 13,000 tons of chicken a year are processed

along with 2,500 tons of Muscovy ducks, mainly for export. Next 
year's forecast is $Sm.to $6m. in export revenues. Last month, it 
got its first order from Japan for eight tons of Muscovy ducks. 
We taste a few fried chicken legs then head for Kfar Szold, a 
leading example of a kibbutz that has undergone a remarkable 
recovery in the past few years. 

Kfar Szold’s secret is two-fold. explains Eliezer Levine, man- 
ager of Lordan, its heat-transfer equipment manufacturing 
plant: it expanded its air-conditioning market both in Israel and 
abroad and was lucky enough to get sub-contracting work from 
Kibbutz Hagoshrim, so that today most of the production work 
for the Soft Ὦ Easy hair removers is done at Kfar Szold. 

Established 50 years ago, Kfar Szold before 1967 was just 600 
metres from the Syrian border. Two years ago. this kibbutz was 
included in the list of 19 whose financial position was defined as 
hopeless. Without a doubt the hair remover business is largely

lionaires in the kibbutzim™). Manara’s fortunes took a tum for 
the worse several years ago, but it has since got back on its feet 
by becoming the first kibbutz successfully to pioneer the idea of 
“bed Ἢ breakfast" tourism, a cheaper alternative to the tradition- 
al kibbutz guest house. Seven other kibbutzim are now jumping 
on the bandwagon. 

Yitzhak Tamir, one of the founders of the kibbutz, explains 
bow the idea teok roct: “We were looking for a wry of improv- 
ing our financial situation, so we started out by hosting groups of 
visitors just for the day. Gradually, we began getting requests for 
overnight stays, so we found 20 spare rooms and began renting 
them out for the night.“ The current rate of occupancy at 
Manara’s tzimerim is about 60 per cent, but during the peak 
holiday seasons there are virtually no vacancies. For $18 a night, 
a guest is provided with breakfast. use of the kibbutz swimming 
pool and horseback-riding facilities.

Since Manara is ἃ rather small kibbutz with only 150 members. 

Tamir admits that the ‘bed 'n breakfast’ business has samehow 
taken away part of the intimacy of the place. “Some members 
were obviously unhappy with the decision to go into this, but 
most of them understood that it was necessary for our survival.” 
he notes. 
SURVIVAL, echoes Yeshayahu “Shushik" Peri, head of the 
United Kibbutz Movement (UKM) -- economic survival, to be 
more precise ~ comes above and beyond everything else these 
days. For this goal, Peri tells us at his own kibbutz. Kfar Blum, 
the kibbutzim ere willing to do today what vears ago was 
unheard of: sell off significant parts of their assets, both unprofit- 
able factories belonging to the regionally-owned enterprises and 
real estate located in urban areas. . 

But, he cautions, there is only so much the kibbutzim can do 
on their own: their overall nationwide debt of $4b. has got out of 
hand, and it is time for the government and the banks to step in 
and do their share to ensure that the kibbutz movement will 
survive — and that will mean writing off and rescheduling abou: 
$1b. worth of debts. 

Aside from selling off assets, he emphasizes, the ki 
intend to take additional measures and make other sz 
help them get back on their feet. These include set! 
stringent, centralized system of control to ensure that no 
is spending beyond its means; drastic reductions in investm 
major stroctural changes in key organizations like the ΤῊ 
marketing board and Hamashbir Hamercazi; raising capital in 
the private sector and even abroad: and joining up wealthy 
kibbutzim with less-well-off ones. like the case of Hageshrin: 
and Kfar Szold. In fact, Hagoshrim is now providing a liteliae tc 
nine other kibbutcim through its hair remover business. 

“There is no debt in the world that will shut down the 
kibbutzim so long as there are still people willing to live this tvpe 
of life." says Elisha Shapira, head of the Kibbutz Artzi move- 
ment. 

Well, maybe not shut them down: but the kibbutz thai, 
emerges from this crisis will undoubtedly behave and even look 
differently from the one we have long known -- and the seeds of 
these changes are already evident in the settlements of Upper 
Galilee. 


A great place to live, but it’s getting tougher

YITZHAK TAMIR, whom every- 
body calls Stupa, leafed through the 
mail he had just received and imme- 
diately recognized the official-look- 
ing envelope with the pink bill in- 
side. It was time to renew his 
revolver's licence. 

A small, stencilled note was at- 
tached to the envelope. “The kib- 
butz will pay for one revolver only. 
Thank you.” 

It was another reminder ‘that.the 
lush green: Galilee Panhandte kib- 
- butz was in financial trouble. “They 
used to pay for even two revolvers,” 
the white-haired kibbutznik 
recalled. 

Manara owes some NIS 12m., a 
bit less than an entire years’ produc- 
tion. The debt was accumulated 
when it took loans to grow cotton 
despite recurrent losses. Manara 


plant but later realized that some of 
them were no good.

MANARA IS considered one of the 
veteran kibbutzim, and in an inter- 
view this week, Stupa recalled ‘its 
first days, in February 1943, when 
some 100 young men and women 
climbed up a muddy track to a partly 
finished Jewish Special Police out- 
post. They found a closed courtyard 
surrounding a stable, housing quar- 
ters, a kitchen and a weapons store. 

Occasionally. they fought with 
sticks and stones against neighbours 
in Hunin or across the border at Mis 
al-Jabel who wanted to continue 
grazing their flocks on land the Jew- 
ish National Fund had bought. But 
Stupa felt that relations were never- 
theless good until 1948. Then Man- 
ara was surrounded, and they had to 


bought. machines for a small glass _ 


smuggle food and ammunition on 
mules that climbed the steep slopes 
from what is today the area of Kir- 
yat Shmona. Occasionally, the army 
air-dropped food and ammunition. 
and Stupa recalled one day when 
they expected salt and pot a chemi- 
cal fertilizer. 

In 1970 they were in for another 
tough period, when Palestinians 
who fled Jordan laid mines in Man- 
ara’s. fields, shelled the area with 
artillery, Katyushas, bazookas and 
mortars, and tried to penetrate the 
kibbutz’s fence and take hostages. 


‘Even now the siren sometimes goes 


off, warning residents of a suspected 
penetration and signalling the kib- 
butzniks to take positions around 
the fence and at entrances to homes. 

But life seemed to be good. The 
kibbutz allocated money for trips 
abroad. Artists would perform in 
Manara, and anyone who wanted to 
learn outside stood a good chance 
of having the kibbutz finance those 
studies, even if it entailed three 


. years of study at Bezalel. 


The per-capita income in Manara 
was higher than the Israeli average, 
and the members built what they 
considered to be the biggest chicken 
coop in Israel. They boasted that 
Manara was one of the few kibbut- 


.zim that had a perfect cost- account- 


ing system. Everything was exam- 


ined in advance to see if we would . 


make a profit, Raft Yaakov, who 
heads the local glass plant, boasted. 


NOW MANARA is in trouble. 
Ehud Rubinfeld, the meshek's coor- 
dinator, suggested it was partly due 
to bad luck. Three-quarters of its 
income is derived from agricultural 
produce, and at one time that meant 
mainly cotton. But prices dropped 
in real terms, production costs rose, 


.and they lost money, “1 it happens 
Once you can still pul} through, but 
when it happens year after year, 
you're stuck and must take out loans 
a working capital,” Rubinfeld 
said. 


Manara decided to branch out 
Ἰλρο σαν.

And then came the young couples 
who rebelled at the idea of taking 
their babies straight from the hospi- 
tal to the Children's House. They 
claimed that the “love hour,” or 
time set aside for parents to be with 
their children, was not good 
enough. 

The change to family living cost 
Manara $5m. The kibbutz’s 34- 
Square-metre One-room apartments 
containing only a living room, a tiny 
kitchenette and a bathroom were 
unsuitable for raising a family. So 
within three years the kibbutz built 
new homes for some members and 
knocked down walls combining old 
rooms into new 75-square-metre 
apartments for others. Even grand- 
parents were given larger flats with 
enough room to put up their visiting 
children and grandchildren. Stupa, 
who seemed to be ever-so-frugal, 
found himself with a two-bathroom 
apartment. 


THEN CAME THE Stock Market 
crash. Inflation jumped by leaps and 


bounds and with it, Manara’s linked 
debts. a 

The kibbutz nevertheless realized 
it could pull through. If it were care- 
ful, it could cover its essential costs, 
pay the interest, and be left with 
some 2.5 to 3 per cent of its gross 
income to start returning the capital. 

Tt cut down on its cotton produc- 
tion, planting it on only 1 dun- 
ams instead of 2,300. But it decided 
i luction--com-- 
pes because it had the known- 

jow and equipment.~Manara also 
feared that it would be difficult to 
resume production if prices were to 
Tise again. 

Manara shifted its emphasis to ap- 
ple-growing. It is also looking for a 
new industry and will jump at offers 
to do something special in its glass 
factory. Hence this secular kibbutz 
produced 400,000 small glass cups 
for ultra-Orthodox Jews who want- 
ed to use oil in their Hanukka 
menoras. 

Rooms that they considered too 
small even for young childless cou- 
ples were equipped with beds, a few 
kitchen utensils and offered to over- 
night visitors. 

Manara has even encouraged 
members to work outside the kib- 
butz. “Anyone may do so, providing 
he brings in a reasonable salary, not 
just NIS 400," Yaakov said. One 
out of every 10 Manara members 
now works outside. 

THE STANDARD of living was af- 
fected as well. Over a lifetime in the

kibbutz, Stupa was able to line a 
wall with books, hang paintings on 
the walls and relax on a comfortable 
couch enjoying classical music on his 
stereo. But he pulled out a blue file 
and unfolded a computer printout 
displaying his allowance - and how 
much he had already spent. “The 
budget has been cut by 10 to 15 per 
cent, in real terms.” he noted. 

It is an allowance based on the 


~assumption: that ‘the kibbutz: pro- 


vides housing, meals, electricity, 
water, health care and even a free 
pass on Egged buses.' 

Manara recently installed electric 
meters and informed members how 
much they use ‘compared with the 
average kibbutz member. No one 
has been charged for keeping all the 
lights on, and some members re- 
fused to have meters installed in 
their apartments, but it seems only a 
matter of time until people are 
billed for exceeding their allocation. 
They already pay for telephone calls 
if they use more than their quota, 

Trips abroad have been suspend- 
ed for three years, and a member 
seeking his annual allocation in one 
lump sum will be asked for an expla- 
nation. 

In general, guests are welcome for 
short visits only. ‘No one will kick 
out a parent ora friend, but we can’t 
maintain many unproductive people 
here. A weekend, a day or two is 
reasonable, but not beyond that,” 
he said. 

Still, one gets the feeling that the 


cuts have not been too painful. 
Some members accepted these cuts 
and pitched in for more work to save 
the cost of hiring hands. 

But some are bitter, feeling that 
despite their hard work they have 
failed to reach their friends’ stan- 
dard of living outside the kibbutz. 

Young members will press for 
more money even if it means going 
into debt. “We're not concerned 
with making ends meet,” one kib- 
butz member said. 

The kibbutz tried to fight this atti- 
tude. It linked the debts and 
charged interest. Sometimes it 
blocked allocations, except for NIS 
40 ἃ month. “We're not prepared to 
leave someone without soap, tooth- 
paste or coffee,” Ruth Yaakov said. 


THE ECONOMIC situation has 
contributed to the younger mem- 
bers’ departure. Thus, Manara is a 
kibbutz which bas not grown in 
numbers. It has only grown older. 
The youngsters moved to town or 
left on [ong trips abroad. 

“If members would have more 
money, more would stay here,” Nit- 
san Pinhasi said as he guarded Man- 
ara’s gate.

The Tora portion this week is Vayigash (Gene- 
sis 44:18-47:27) 


THE DEEP hostility between Joseph and his 
brothers went back many years and was nour- 
ished on many factors: Joseph being specially 
favoured by his father because he was the son 
of Rachel, Jacob’s beloved wife who died 
Prematurely; Joseph's egocentric dreams; the 
silken shirt demonstrating their father’s fa- 
vouritism, and perhaps numerous personality 
differences. The stories of Joseph and his 
brothers as they appear in the Bible represent 
continuous attempts τὸ overcome this tension 
between the brothers which, as often happens, 
deteriorated into total estrangement and open 
hatred. 

The climax of the story comes when Joseph 


And what is he insinuating when he says “my 
father” and not “our father?” Aren't we all 
the children of the same father? And why does 
he not mention all the trouble between us? 
were speechless with shock and fear. 

Joseph had to try again, this time from an 
altogether different angle. He bids them draw 
near and says: “I am Joseph your brother.” 
Not just Joseph, but Joseph your brother. 
How I wish we could act like real brothers. 

This was not the first time Joseph had 
sought their brotherly love. Years before, 
when still just a lad in the strange fields of 
Shechem, a mysterious “man™ asked him 
“What are you looking for?” and he declared 


straightforwardly: “I am looking for my broth- 3 


ers!* (Genesis, 37:15-16). The traumatic ef- 
fect of his treatment at that meeting accompa-

sion . . . Judge your neighbour fairly. Do not 
deal basely with your iellow, Do not profit by 
the blood of your neighbour... You shall not 
hate your brother in your heart, Reprove your 
neighbour. bur incur nu guilt because of him. 
You shull not take vengeance or bear a grudge 
against your kinsfalk.” 

“And only then: “Love your neighbour as 
yourself: fam the Lord.” It seems that the 
Tora’s prescription to love one’s neighbour 
follows the sequence of the biblical drama of 
Joseph and his brothers. 

The hatred between the brothers is a result 
of unfair judgment. The base action of the 
brothers in selling him was motivated by the 
desire to profit from the blood of one's neigh- 
bour. The way to deal with their relationship 
was not fo continue nurturing the hatred with-

Why now could he “no longer contro! him- 
self” and decided to reveal himself to his 
brothers? Joseph had not been moved when 
he heard. them talking to each other (“they did 
not know that he understood, for there was an 
interpreter between them") and eating them- 
selves up with guilt, saying; “Alas, we are 
being punished on account of our brother, be- 
cause we looked on his anguish, yet paid not 
heed as he pleaded with us. That is why this

“Vengeance” (kom) was interpreted by 
the rabbis (TB Yoma 23a) as one saying: “I 
will act towards you as you acted towards 
me.” while “bearing a grudge” (itor) they 
interpreted as one saying, “I'll be nice to you 
even though vou have not been nice to me.” 
Both are forbidden if the aim is to achieve 
unconditional love.

Tora tells us that Joseph had to repeat his 
statement so as to teach us an important lesson 
in human psychology and the proper process 
of peacemaking which may lead to the renew- 
al of brotherly love. Ignoring past animosity, 
brushing it over as though it never existed. 
pretending that everything is just fine, and 
saying; “How's dad?" was no way to bring 
feuding brothers together again. On the con- 
trary, it only dumbfounded the brothers, and 
for good reason. 

. They thought: Here he is, still the same 
“papa's boy,” as in the days long gone by. 


with the proverbial “Didn't I tell you so?!" 
(verse 22) and realized that their collective 


+ guilt would eventually tum — as it usually does 


— into mutual accusations and counter-accusa- 
tions. “And he tumed away from them and 
wept” (verse 24). But he came back and was 
as harsh to them as ever. 

It was not until Joseph heard Judah's dra- 
matic plea on behalf of Benjamin (44:18-34). 
which climaxed in Judah's offering himself 
into slavery “instead of the boy,” that he 
could no longer control himself and proceeded 
to acknowledge them as his brothers. 

In seeking to re-establish his brothers" love, 
he makes an error (or was it his little re- 
venge?), introducing himself as “J am 10-

seph,” and asking about “his™ father. After- 
wards he invites therm to draw near, adding: “I 
am Joseph your brother.” Let us love each 
other as brothers should. 


GENUINE LOVE is not attained by a sudden 
decision. Tora tells us (Leviticus 19:18): 
“Love your neighbour as yourself” not as the 
beginning of a love relationship, but rather as a 
culmination of a number of prerequisites that 
make this love real and possible. 

Those are the prerequisites for love (ibid.. 
15-18): “You shall not render an unfair deci-

For over a year his attackers were 
not apprehended. “Ar the begin- 


ning I was sure that they would be- 


caught. 1 went to dozens of identity 
parades at the police but none were 
successful. I waited and waited and 
began to wonder whether they had 
gone abroad,” ἘΟῚ says, recalling 
his disappointment and frustration. 

That all changed this week with 
the announcement that the police 
had caught his attackers, and he is 
not fazed by the prospect of facing 
them from the witness stand. 

“{ want to stare at them. J want 
them to feel terrible facing the kid 
they tried to kill. To be face to face 
with the horror of their act, and with 
its failure. They won't be able to 
look me in the eye,” predicts Ro'i, 
in a scene that he has pictured 100 
times before. 

Unlike many other victims of ter- 
ror Ro'i does not advocate extreme 
punishments for his would-be mur- 
derers. “They deserve a heavy sen- 
tence,” he contends, but he is 
squarely opposed to the death pen- 
alty. “Whatever the judges decide,” 
he says. 


THOSE CLOSE to him say that the 

incident brought out the best in 

Ro’i. The newsmen or- politicians 

enabled him to open up and talk. his 

family believe and even today Ro’ 
acknowledges that outside support 
played a big part in helping him 
come to terms with the experience. 

His scrapbook is filled with press 

clippings and photos, while it also 

includes an impressive collection of 
telegrams and letters from cabinet 
ministers and schoolchildren. 

But being a hero, ἘΟῚ learnt 

quite quickly, is not that easy. 

“There were people who wanted to 

make political capital out of what 

happened, election broadcasts and 
so forth, but 1 didn’t want to be 
used,” he explains. 

Individually too, Horowitz found 
that fame had its price. “Some kids 
started to worship me, to dress like 
me, to do everything that 1 did,” 
ἘΟῚ recalls, and he soon learnt that 
it was almost impossible to live up to 
the image that some people had of 
him. “You've always got to watch 
your step, always got to be wary of 
spoiling people's illusions.” 

He is aware that the Ro'i Horo- 
witz that people see is very different 
from the real Roi Horowitz.

The text of President Reagan's statement on talks with the 
PLO: 


“The Palestine Liberation Organisation today issued 
a statement in which it accepted United Nations Security 
Council resolutions 242 and 338. recognized Israel's 
Tight to exist and renounced terrorism. These have long 
been our conditions for ἃ substantive dialogue. They 
have been met. Therefore I have authorized the State 
Department to enter into a substantive dialogue with 
PLO representatives. The Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation must live up to its statements. In particular it 
must demonstrate that its renunciation of terrorism is 
pervasive and permanent. 

“The initiation of a dialogue between the United 
States and PLO representatives is an important step in 
the peace process, the more so because it represents the 
serious evolution of Palestinian thinking towards realis- 
tic and pragmatic positions on the key issues. But the 
objective of the United States remains, as always, ἃ 
comprehensive peace in the Middle East. 

_ “In that light, we view this development as one more 
Step toward the beginning of direct negotiations be- 
tween the parties, which alone can lead to such a peace. 

“The United States" special commitment to Israel's 
security and well-being remains unshakeable. Indeed, a 
major reason for our entry into this dialogue is to help 
Israel achieve the recognition and security it deserves.” 


THE U.S.-ISRAEL MEMORANDUM of agreement of 
September 1, 1975, signed by then Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon and Secretary of State Henry Kissinger gave 
Israel. what it thought would be the power to veto PLO 
participation in any international peace conference. 

It says “The U.S. will not recognize nor negotiate” 
with the PLO as long as the PLO does not recognize 
Israel's right to exist and Security council resolutions 242 
and 338. 

The refusal to open a dialogue with the PLO until it 
renounced terrorism was considered by the State De- 
partment to be implicit in UN resolutions 242 and 338, 
but was made explicit by act of Congress later. In the 
Anti-Terrorism Act of December 22, 1987, passed by 
Congress after the Achille Lauro hijacking, U.S. law 
stated that the PLO was responsible for ‘the murders of 
dozens of Americans” and that Yasser Arafat himself 
was “implicated in the murder of a U.S. ambassador.” 


“Therefore the Congress determines that the PLO 
and its affiliates are a terrorist organization and a threat 
to the interests of the U.S.., its allies and international 
law and should not benefit from operating in the United 
States.” The law barred contact with the PLO except for 
the purpose of receiving “informational material” and 
barred the PLO from establishing an office in the U.S. 

The termination clause of the act states: “The provi- 
sions of this title shall cease to have effect if the Presi- 
dent certifies in writing to the President pro tem of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, its agents. or constituent 
groups thereof no longer practise or support terrorist 
actions anywhere in the world." 
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The text of the staiement made by PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat at the opening of a news conference in 
Geneva on Wednesday: 


“Let me highlight my views before you, Our desire 
for peace is a strategy and not an interim tactic. We 
are bent to peace come what may. Our statehood 
provides salvation to the Palestinians and peace to 
both Palestinians and Israelis. Self-determination 
means survival for the Palestinians. And our survival 
does not destroy the survival of the Israelis as their 
Tulers claim.” 

Recognition of UN resolutions 242 and 338: 

“Yesterday (Tuesday) in my speech I made a 
reference to the United Nations Resolution 181 (on 
the partition of Palestine) as the basis for Palestinian 
independence. I also made a reference to our accep- 
tance of Resolutions 242 and 338 as the basis for 
negotiations with Israel within the framework of an 
international conierence. These three resolutions 
were endorsed at our Palestinian National Council 
session in Algiers.” 

Recognition of Israel's right to exist: 

“In my speech also yesterday (Tuesday) it was 
clear that we mean our people's right to freedom and 
national independence according to Resolution 181 
and the right of all parties concemed in the Middle 
East conflict to exist in peace and security and as 1 
have mentioned including the state of Palestine and 
Israel and other neighbours according to the Resolu- 
tion 242 and 338.” 

Renunciation of terrorism: 

“As for terrorism, I renounced it yesterday (Tues- 
day) in no uncertain terms and yet I repeat for the 
record that we totally and absolutely renounce all 
forms of terrorism, including individual, group and 
state terrorism. Between Geneva and Algiers we 
have made our position crystal clear. 

“Any more talk such as the Palestinians should 
give more -- you remember this slogan, the Palestin- 
ians should give it more — or it is not enough, or the 
Palestinians are engaging in propaganda games and 
public relations exercise, will be damaging and 
counterproductive. 

“Enough is enough. Enough is enough. Enough is 
enough. All remaining matters should be discussed 
around the table and within the international confer- 
ence. Let it be absolutely clear that neither Arafat 
nor any (one else) for that matter can stop the 
intifada, the uprising. The intifada will come to an 
end only when practical and tangible steps have been 
taken towards the achievement of our national aims 
and the establishment of our independent Palestin- 
ian state. 

“In this context I expect the EEC to play a more 
effective role in promoting peace in our region. They 
have political responsibility, they have moral respon- 
sibility and they can deal with it. 

“Finally, I declare before you and [ ask you to 
kindly quote me on that: We want peace. We want 
peace. We are committed to peace. We want to live 
in our Palestinian state and let live. “

she would share with British histori- 
an Isaiah Berlin. 

“She never even raced her horses 
on the Sabbath until the chief Se- 
phardi rabbi of England, the Ha- 
ham, suggested that it would be all 
right if she first went into partner- 
ship with her non-Jewish trainer,” 
revealed a friend. “In Jerusalem, 
she never would ride in a car on 
Saturday, so as not to desecrate the

which this year happened to fall ona 
Shabbat while she was in Jerusalem

In the final weeks before her 
death, she continued to communi- 
cate by handwritten letters to Kollek 
and other friends in Israel.

tute impeachment in the American 
sense,” he stresses. 


MK DEDI ZUCKER (Citizens 
Rights Movement) attributes his 
party's popularity in great part to its 
MKs’ personal contacts with mem- 
bers of the public who have always 
felt they have somebody to appeal 
to when their rights are infringed. 

“That is only one of the reasons 
we have consistently advocated 
electoral reform. Since we survived 
and even increased our strength un- 
der the old system, we can serve the 
public even more effectively under a 
constituency system,” he believes. 

“We do not have a final position 
on the proposals for .reform dis- 
cussed in the last Knesset. The 
CRM started out co-sponsoring the 
Alignment plan for 20 constituen- 
cies of four MKs each, plus 40 MKs 
on ἃ nationwide proportional repre- 
sentation system. Today some of us 
probably prefer the Uriel Reichman 
60:60 arrangement. We still have to 
make up our minds,” he says. 

“One thing is for sure: We shall 
fight against the introduction of any 
quasi-presidentia] system.” 

Zucker admits that the Reichman 
Proposal would not slash the power 
of the ultra-Orthodox: *‘We have no 
magic wand to wave that problem 
out of existence.”

A disciplined libera 


THE DECISION of Vice-Premier 
Shimon Peres to accept the Treasury 
portfolio apparently heralds the end 
of Moshe Nissim’s era as finance 
minister. While this can still change, 
given the volatility of the negotia- 
tions between Likud and Labour. 
the end of the present government 
provides an excellent opportunity to 
review Nissim’s performance at the 
Treasury. 

He will be leaving the ministry in 
a very different way from almost all 
his predecessors. His two-and-half 
years" tenure of the post contributed 
greatly to his status within his party 
and in the political system. But also 
within the Treasury itself. he has 
gained in stature. 

Ministry officials trust him and 
find it very easy to work with him. 

Maybe one of the reasons for that 
rapport between them is that they 
share the same basic ideological out- 
look. Throughout his 30 months at 
the Treasury, Nissim has remained 
faithful to a credo of conservative 
liberalism. He has made a point of 
praising the virtues of what he calls 
“private efforts and initiatives.” 

From his own point of view. Nis- 
sim has accomplished a great deal in 
a relatively short time. First of all. 
he can boast that he has been able to 
sustain economic stability, the task 
he set himself when he came to the 
Treasury. Secondly, he leaves be- 
hind an economy that is much closer 
ta his ideas than to those of the 
Labour Party. 

Bevond the daily management of 
the economy. Nissim's period at the 
Finance Ministry was characterized 
by the attempt to implement three 
“structural” reforms. These were 
the privatization drive he initiated: 
the changes in the tax system: and 
the so-called deregulation of the 
capital market. 

A second characteristic was his 
constant effort to make companies 
and public bodies aware that they 
could no longer could rely on the 
government budget. This sometimes 
assumed the nature of shock treat- 
ment. - 


NISSIM'S QUEST for efficiency 
put him on a collision course not 
only with some of his cabinet col- 
leagues. but also with the country’s 
industrialists. 

He used the fixed exchange rate 
of the shekel as a weapon for push- 
ing manufacturers into adopting 
cost-cutting programmes. The result 
has been an ongoing clash between 
the fina..ce minister and the Manu- 
facturers’ Association. which has 
blamed him and his policies for the 
current slowdown jn exports and 
production. ᾿ 

There can be no doubt that indus- 
trialists accustomed over the years 
to milking the State budget resented 
the change in policy. Many of them 
had learned to live only too well 
with inflation, which gave them am- 
-ple scope to benefit from eroded tax 

ments and financial speculation. 
They knew they could always rely 
on the policies of devaluation of the 
shekel to offset rises in domestic 
costs. Now all that is gone. The in- 
dustrialists must relearn the hard 
way that profits come from produc- 
tion, not from lobbying in the Trea- 
sury, corridors.

This does not mean that Nissim 
can claim that the current hardships 
being faced by industry are only an 
adjustment to new conditions. 

The fact is that he allowed the 
Bank of Israel to manage monetary 

licy as it saw fit. This meant noth- 
Ing less than approving the very high 
interest rates that the central bank 
established and has sustained since 
1984. The bank, so it seems, was so 
afraid of being held responsible for 
any increase in inflation that it pre- 
ferred to engage in an exercise of 
over-shooting. 

Nissim’s shortcomings are under- 


“scored by the fact that the high in- 


terest rates compounded the debts 
of the various bodies that were un- 
able to adjust to the new conditions. 
The Bank of Israel's policy put un- 
necessary pressure on firms, and 
eroded whatever room for maneu- 
ver there was. True, this was the 
doing of the central bank, but it was 
done with the tacit approval of Nis- 
sim and his officials. 


MOSHE NISSIM'’S tenure of the 
finance portfolio will not be one 
which the leaders of the Histadrut 
enterprises and other connected la- 
bour enterprises will remember with 
pleasure. 

The once-powerful economic es- 
tablishment of the labour federa- 
tion, the moshavim and the kibbut- 
zim, has been forced to beg for his 
goodwill in order to survive the 
worst crisis in its 5 

For the Histadrut managerial bu- 
reaucracy, there would be nothing 
easier than to blame Nissim's eco- 
nomic policy for their hardships. 
The truth is. however, that the min- 
ister was presented by the Histadrut 
managers themselves with an un- 
precedented opportunity to shake 
their power basis. 

Like any other bureaucracy, the 
labour federation’s managerial elite 
displayed a strong tendency to over- 
centralization. They were not ac- 
countable to anybody that could put 
a check on their grandiose dreams. 
The result was a bloated and specu- 
lative collection of firms and institu- 
tions based on a very flimsy financial 
basis. 

The bureaucratic management of 
the Histadrut enterprises succeeded 
over the years in alienating the 
workforce of those firms. This, cou- 
pled with the lack of accountabiltiy 
of the managefs, had a lethal effect 
on efficiency. Employment in these 
enterprises increased, but produc- 
tivity lagged behind. ᾿ 


TT WAS THIS background that en- 
abled Nissim to appear in the public 
eye as the defender of the taxpayer's 
money against the establishement of 
the Histadrut eneterprises and the 
kibbutzim. 

His insistence on recovery pro- 
grammes, his stress on efficiency 
measures, his emphasis on cost-cut- 
ting schemes, were all welcomed by 
the vast majority of the public. It

was as if St. George Nissim was 
finally delivering a fatal blow to the 
Histadrut's dragon. 

Behind the scenes. however. Nis- 
sim has used the weakness of the 
Histadrut establishment for his own 
purposes. This weakness has en- 
abled him to get the collaboration of 
the labour federation in more than 
One instance. The Histadrut knows 
that saving Koor, Solel Boneh and 
Kupat Holim Clalit had. and will 
continue haye, a price, as proved by 
its willingness to waive part of the 
latest Cost-of-Living allowance to 
which workers were entitled. 

But Nissim has clashed not only 
with the Histadrut and the industri- 
alists. His insistence on budgetary 
and fiscal discipline has more than 
once aroused the animosity of his 
fellow ministers. 

The latest instance occurred just 
this week, when he refused to sign 
the accord between the Likud and 
the religious parties. His integrity 
did not allow him to take such step. 
Unlike some of predecessors. such 
as Yitzhak Moda‘i or Yoram Ari- 
dor, Nissim speaks softly, but means 
what he says. 

On one occasion, when the fate of 


the Lavi jet fighter was being decid- 
ed. Nissim’s determination to de- 
fend the budget almost cost him his 
job. The Likud ministers were will- 
ing to sacrifice him and not the pra- 
ject. Prime Minister Shamir joined 
his opponents. and once again 
showed complete indifference to 
economic issues. Paradoxically. it 
was only thanks to the suppart of 
the Labour Party. and especially of 
Shimon Peres. that the Lavi was 
scrapped and Nissim was able to 
remain in his job. 


THERE IS little doubt that. if 
asked. Nissim would cite the 1987 
tax reform as one of his main 
achievements. The reform suited his 
ideological inclinations: it reduced 
the top income tax rate from &) τὸ 48, 
per cent. The reform was heralded 
by him as the beginning of a new era 
in Israel: it would encourage effort 
and investment. he said. 

Given the slowdown in economic 
activity during most of 1988. it is 
difficult to say whether the reform 
has made a contribution to ecanom- 
fc growth. Nissim can quote income 
tax revenue figures as proof that far 
from reducing tax receipts. the re~ 
form has increased them. But the 
rise could be also attributed to the 
increase in real wages during recent 
months, and not to any greater in- 
centive to pay taxes. 

It should be remembered that al- 
most all of the benefits of the April 
1987 reform went to the highest in- 
come earners in the econamy. This. 
to say the least, was a very question- 
able way of encouraging productivi- 
ty and effort. 

If Nissim were less inclined to im- 
plement conservative dogma. he 
would have directed his reform to 
the lowest and middle rungs of the 
income ladder, [t is there that the 
vast majority of Israeli wage-earners 
are located, It is there that one can 
find young workers at the beginning 
of their careers. Ξ 

Instead of encouraging this class 
of worker, Nissim preferred to ben- 
efit the very few -- ἃ selected number 
of top executives, lawyers, accoun- 
tants and other members of the lib- 
eral professions. 

He would like to believe that his 
reform contributed to economic 
growth. But there is little doubt that 
the reaction. in terms of effort and 
initiative. by those at the middle and 
the bottom of the income scale 
would had been much greater. 

Nissim promised the public that 
the benefits of the reform would be 
extended to the rest of the popula- 
tion by the implementation of the 
Sheshinski Commission recommen- 
dations. But when he received those 
recommendations. early in 1988. it 
became apparent that they were po- 
litically loaded from his point of 
view, 

The committee proposed, inter 
alia, to tax capital gains jn the stock 
market, something which neither he 
nor his officials found reasonable. 


The result has been that workers 
and other fow- and middle-income 
eamers are still waiting for the bene- 
fis of the reform to reach them. 


THE SECOND reform initiated 
during Nissim’s tenure was the capi- 
tal market reform. This was her- 
alded by the minister, and by liberal 
ideologists inside and outside the 
goverment. as one of the keys to 
economic growth, By reducing the 
deficit. they said. and by reducing 
the government's role in the capital 
market, more resources would be 
freed which private initiative could 
raise and invest. ; 

Nissim took practical steps in this 
direction in 1987. He liberalized the 
capital and credit markets. He re- 
duced the deficit. More money from 
saving schemes. provident funds 
and private investors was available, 
loaking for private investors, 

Reality, however, has been differ- 
ent from what the minister and his 
friends anticipated. Most of the 
money available due to the reform 
went not to finance new investment. 
but to finance bail-out schemes. 
debt-rescheduling programmes and 
recovery plans. λ 

Once again it was Nissim’s inabil- 
ity to control the steps of the Bank 
of israel that was a direct cause of 
this reality. Faced with the huge 
short-term interest rates estublished 
by the central bank, many firms al- 
most went under, Short-term inter- 
est pushed up long-term rates. Firms 
therefore were able to raise money 
at yields of 8-9 per cent. Given their 
prospects of profits. such rates were. 
and are, prohibitive. 


ONE FINAL aspect of Nissim’s pe- 
riod as finance minister must be 
stressed: the privatization plans. 

There is little doubt that without 
the kind of support that Nissim gave 
the idea. little or nothing would 
have been done in this direction. It 
was Nissim who encouraged the sale 
of Paz to Australian businessman 
Jack Lieberman. It was Nissim who 
invited First Boston to draft a study 
of privatization potentialities. 

Once again, the minister's conser- 
vative ideas have to be measured by 
their actual effects. 

The sale of Paz left many question 
marks. There was resentment in the 
Knesset Finance Committee that 
the minister used a legal loophole to 
escape from parliamentary scrutin- 
ity of this step. Some MKs said the 
price asked by the Treasury. $95 
million. was too low. 

Beyond that, there are questions 
of principle regarding any privatiza- 
tion programme. It is not clear 
whether what is to be privatized will 
be only the profits, while the costs of 
turning a corporation into a profit- 
able one are to be borne by the 
taxpayer. It also not clear whether 
the implementation of the pro- 
gramme would not create more pri- 
vate monopolies, 

These are only two of the ques- 
tions that can be asked about priva- 
tization. The process is still only just 
beginning, and it is therefore diffi- 
cult to pass judgment on it. But 
there can be little doubt that without 
Moshe Nissim, even the small steps 
we have already witnessed would 
not have been taken. 


A YEAR AFTER the outbreak of 
disturbances in the territories, the 
country’s textile industry is still in a 
state of shock. Indeed, more than 
any other sector, textiles have bome 
the brunt of the intifada. And 1988 
has, by all accounts, been the worst 
year ever for the industry. 

Plants with big names like Beged 
Or, Ligat and Lena have all been 
closed down. The once-booming Ki- 
tan Ltd. has shut two of its factories 
-- one in Dimona and another in Beit 
She’an. Carmel Carpets Ltd. 
doesn't have enough money to pay 
workers in its two textile factories in 
Or Akiva. And the list goes on. 

Polgat Ltd.. the country’s largest 
textile concern, lost money for the 
first time in almost 20 years. Delta- 
Galil Industries Ltd., the No. 2 con- 
cern, may still be in the black, but it 
is certainly not making as much 
money as it used to. 

Bigger manufacturers are doing 
better than the smailer textile com- 
panies that rely on the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip markets, where 
sales have come to a virtual halt

over the past 12 months. Exports, 
says Haim Kamenitz, head of the 
textile division of the Manufacturers 
Association, have been burt by the 
virtually frozen dollar-shekel ex- 
change rate, which has cut deeply 
into export profitability. 

“The textile industry is always the 
first to be affected by changes in the 
econonly,” says Kamenitz. “T could 
have told you a year ago that we 
were heading for,a recession.” 

About 20% of the industry's $1.8- 
billion annual turnover had tradi- 
tionally gone to the territories. But 
the intifada has hurt business badly: 
Fewer Palestinians working in Israel 
are appearing at their jobs, cutting 
into their: income; strikes and cur- 
fews have forced storeowners to re- 
duce their business hours; and har- 
vests have been curtailed, and 
exports to Jordan, once a major

market, have slowed or stopped en- 
tiely. Kamenitz estimates that sales 
to the Jocal market have dropped 
15-20% this year. 

Textile production has also been 
hurt by the intifada. About 10% of 
the 60,000 workers employed in the 
industry before the uprising broke 
out lived in the territories. The fro- 
zen exchange rete, meanwhile, has 
caused many manufacturers to re- 
duce their overseas sales, leading to 
an 8-10% drop in exports. 


THE TEXTILE industry's slump 
this year follows two especially good 
years for the sector. In 1986 and 
1987, demand was very high in both 
the local and foreign markets, and 


exports grew at an average rate of 


30% a year. Big investments were 
also made during these years in new 
capital and automation. 

But in 1988, the demand for tex- 
tile products not only fell in the local 
market but in the world market as 
well. “This didn’t necessarily mean 
that we got fewer orders,” says Ka- 
menitz, “but prices began to fall, 
and there was a lot of pressure on us 
to reduce our prices.” :

Finance Minister Moshe Nissim 
declared yesterday that there was no 
need for ἃ new economic policy.

Nissim rejected the criticism of bis

The finance minister continued 
his ongoing dispute with the indus- 
uialists, noting that exporters’ prof- 
itability had dropped because of the 
excessive wage rises they granted, 
rather than because of the absence 
of a devaluation. 

“There is πὸ policy of ‘do noih- 


ing,’ as some people have said. They 
misunderstood that this was exactly 
the policy — not to devalue and to 
thereby force rationalization.” 

But Nissim's policy was the butt 
of fierce criticism at another gather- 
ing that took place immediately af- 
ter his speech at the Dan Hotel. 

At the annual convention of the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, Clal 
Managing Director Aharon Dovrat 
warned that the economy was facing 
a major crisis and that the number 
of companies in difficulty would car- 
Ty on rising. In a rare public lecture, 
Dovrat said the likelihood of a pro- 
longed general recession obliged the 
government to intervene to get the 
economy moving again.

The 600 workers at Avraham Sha- 
pira’s Carmel Carpets Ltd. received - 
their October and.

He will then 
begin wrapping up an agreement 
that will provide the beleaguered 
concem with a cash infusion of $25 
million. The investment is being 
made by another group of American 
businessmen, whose identity has not 
yet been disclosed. 

‘To fmalize the agreement, the 
American investors have insisted 
that their own representatives be 
named immediately to a new board 
for the company.

While the idea of a U.S.-PLO dia- 
logue alone does not very much con- 
tradict what Israelis of many politi- 
cal persuasions acknowledge 
privately - namely that the PLO is 
currently the only real authoritative 
voice that can talk on the Palestin- 
fans’ behalf -- mainstream Israeli 
opinion has strongly objected to the 
emergence of a fully sovereign Pal- 
estinian state in the administered 
territories. The reasons for this con- 
sensus also explain Israel's historic 
preference for a settlement based on 
compromise with Jordan. 

Even Israelis supporting territori- 
al concessions in the West Bank 
have envisioned the annexation of 
considerable parts of the most stra- 
tegically critical areas of the territo- 
Ties in order to give Israel borders 
defensible in the east. 

ΔΘ recently as April 1987, Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres explained 
that King Hussein needed an inter- 
national conference that would give 
him a framework of legitimacy for 
territorial concessions to Israel. It 
has implicitly been assumed that a 
state confined to the limited area of 
the West Bank and Gaza could not 
make the sort of concessions Israel 
would require for its defence, 

While a school of strategic 
thought in Israel has called for ap- 
plying the principle of the security 
arrangements in operation in Sinai 
to the West Bank, this concept is 
made far more complex when ap- 


‘plied to an independent Palestinian 


State. Limitations on Egyptian de- 
ployments were feasible because Si- 
nai was peripheral to the Egyptian 
heartland which is near the Nile, 
Military limitations on a Palestinian 
state would resemble limitations on 
the Egyptian army in Cairo and Al- 
exandria. It has usually been as- 
sumed that a Jordanian-Palestinian 
federation could impose limitations 
on the West Bank if the federation 
enjoyed a larger degree of unre- 
stricted military sovereignty on the 
East Bank. 


While Israel has had a working 
telationship with Jordan based on 
mutual interests, fundamental 
doubts remain concerning the 
PLO’s irredentist intentions. While 
some Israelis focus on the emer- 
gence of civil violence during a Pal- 
estinian struggle for power in the 
new state and the development of 
renewed cross-border terrorism into 
Israel, other Israelis are concerned 
about possible attempts of a PLO 
state to work for the annexation of 
areas of Israel populated by its Arab 
citizens as the next stage in Arafat's 
strategy. 

Thus, the demise of the Jordanian 
option does not mean that Israel will 
easily choose a Palestinian option in 
its stead as the U.S. has symbolically 
done. Of course, Shultz has clarified 
.that the U.S.-PLO dialogue in no 
way amounts to the recognition of 
Palestinian statehood. The U.S. 
continues to oppose an independent 
Palestinian state for the final status 
of the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. Formally it has only started a 
dialogue with the PLO, and has not 
recognized it as a full party to nego- 
tiations or as the sole representative 
of the Palestinian people. But with- 
out strong statements to the con- 
trary, it may be reasonable to as- 
sume that these U.S. positions may 
yet be modified.

Foreign Minister Peres said yesterday that 
despite the U.S. decision to open a formal 
dialogue with the PLO, relations between Israel 
and the U.S. remain “friendly, meaningful and 
trustworthy.” 


Officials and analysts privately concurred - 


with Peres’s statements, saying that in the short 
run, the U.S. is likely to be even more positively 
disposed towards Israel than usual. They con- 
ceded, however, that ‘on Wednesday night the 
clock started ticking in a whole new diplomatic 
reality.” 

Prime Minister Shamir pointedly refrained 
from publicly responding to the U.S. decision, 
because of what his advisers described as a wish 
to see Israel respond in one voice. But Yossi 
Ben-Aharon, director-general of the Prime 
Minister's Office, was unusually outspoken in 
his criticism of the U.S. move. 

Another senior Shamir aide, media adviser 
Avi Pazner, said in the prime minister's name 
that the U.S. move was “very regrettable.” 

“The Americans will soon realize that they 
have made a grave mistake.” Pazner said. 

He added that this was also the gist of Sha- 
mir's message to U.S. Secretary of State Shultz, 
conveyed through U.S. Ambassador Thomas 


Pickering who yesterday delivered to both the 
prime minister and the foreign minister a per- 
sonal message from the secretary of state (see 
text, page four.} 

A top-ranking emissary, probably a cabinet 
minister, is likely to be sent to the U.S. in the 
near future to discuss the latest developments. 
well-placed sources said. Sources in the Prime 
Minister's Office added that Shamir realizes the 
need for a new diplomatic initiative, which 
should immediately follow the establishment of 
a government, although it was unclear what 
agreement could be reached on this matter with 
the Labour Party. 

In a press briefing to foreign reporters, Ben- 
Aharon said that the impact of the U.S. decision 
“could be horrendous in terms of encourage- 


ment to terrorist organizations to achieve vari-. 


ous political objectives through terrorism.” 
Ben-Aharon complained that the U.S. bad 
not consulted Israel sufficiently about its 
planned move. But other officials said that the 
U.S. had kept Israel fully informed throughout 
the past few days about its planned move. 
Pickering told Peres and Shamir that the first 
item on the U.S. agenda with the PLO will be 
the matter of terrorism. “We will henceforth 
judge the PLO in accordance with its conduct.

Pickering added that the dizlogue does not 
mean that the U.S. had recognized the concept 
of an independent Palestinian state. explicitly or 
implicitly. U.S. policy remains anchored in the 
1982 Reagan Plan, Pickering said. 

Pickering also differentiated between con- 
tacts with the PLO. which the U.S. has ap- 
proved, and its recognition of the group as the 
sole legitimate representative of the Palestin- 
ians. or as the representative of the Palestinians 
for the purpose of peace talks. 

Peres said in a morning radio interview that 
the change was a “sad day for all of us” and that 
one firebomb in the occupied territories would 
“put to shame” PLO leader Yasser Arafat's 
commitment to end terrorism. 

In a later press conference. however, Peres 
refrained from directly commenting on the 
American move. He said that one can indeed 
detect a change in Arafat's rhetoric — but not in 
his deeds. 

Peres said that Israel must respond with its 
own initiative, and he repeated his call for elec- 
tions to take place in the territorics — “after a 
few weeks of quiet” - for Palestinian represen- 
tatives. Peres said that he would push for the 
government to accept his proposal.

The first three suspects belonged 
to the extremist group led by Naif 
Hawatme.
